A FURIOUS GALE. 


Great Destruction to Life and 
Property Reported. 


Wrecks Reported All Along the Coast- 


Many Craft Lost in the Chain of Lakes. 


The Tornado Surprises and Destroys an 
Oyster Fleet. 


Tho gale of M onday and 
T uesday last has 
equalled In velocity, lf fiat destructiveness, anv­ 
illing of the kind which has been know n bere for 
a 
series 
of 
years. 
It 
first 
developed 
its 
dangerous 
propensities 
about 
5 o’clock 
M onday evening, 
and continued to 
Increase 
In 
violence 
until 4 o’clock 
Tuesday 
m orn­ 
ing, when It was Mowing on the top of the 
E quitable building at the rate of lifty m iles an buffi-. 
T his indicates a terrible rate in such exposed 
points as M ount W ashington and Block Island. 
Tile destruction to life ami property along tile 
coast has been quite serious. 
One of tile first 
annoyances 
of 
the storm 
was 
the 
dam age 
to 
the 
telegraph 
w ires. 
A t 
3 
o’clock 
T uesday m orning the business was practically 
at a standstill. 
T he W estern Union com pany at 
th a t tim e was able lo get m essages through on but 
four of their m any w ires,and even these w era work­ 
ing very slowly. 
The A m erican Rapid com pany 
lost all control of their wires. 
Tile sam e difficulty 
w as experienced South aud W osl, the 
storm 
having covered a territory m any thousands of 
m iles In area. 
Reports I rom m any of the little villages situated 
alone (lie east aud west side of Cape Cod tell of 
considerable dam age accom plished by tho wind to 
private' properly. 
In several Instances schooners 
at anchor in th e h arb o rs w ere blown ashore, sus­ 
taining no great dam age, how ever. 
T he gale 
throughout the night at Provincetow n created tho 
m ost intense excitem ent, as it wits one of tile 
m ost severe th a t has visited th e Cape for years. 
It was hardly safe to venture upon the street on 
account of the danger from flying pieces of wood, 
bricks, etc. 


In Mam a and N»w Hampshire. 
A u g u s t a , N ovem ber 13.—T he great g a le which 
prevailed for tw o days h as done m uch dam age 
ta this section. The trees w ere uprooted bu m any 
Maces, iii some cases falling across tile roads and 
pulsing considerable trouble to the first p assers. 
in Hie city proper a num ber of chim neys w ere blown 
if!. A portion of a connecting veranda between 
louie of tim buildings at tile insane hospital was 
Daiily shaken up, 
The w ind seem ed to be bigli up 
m tho air. 
The gale reached its height about 2 
a. rn. 
A t th at tim e probably nearly every house 
In town had m ust of Its Iuiiabitants out of bed. 
T he h o u sA falriv rocked as the gusts struck them . 
At K eut’sW ill tile roof of Sanborn H all was blown 
©ll and other dam age done. 
R eports from Laconia and vicinity indicate a 
g reat deal of local dam age. Buildings w ere blown 
dow n and unroofed, fences levelled, signs torn oil. 
window s sm ashed and trees uprooted. 
No loss of 
life has l>een reported. 
W hile the 
steam er N ellie w as 
lying 
a t 
th e w harf in A lton bay, the wlud got under the 
stern, lifted h er com pletely up aud burled her 
bow beneath the waves. She lilied and san k im­ 
m ediately.

B i l t i shore, N ovem ber 13 .—T he heavy gale 
th a t visited this section of the country yesterday 
sw ept the C hesapeake w ith the violence of a to r­ 
nado. 
Ail the steamers w ere delayed and strange 
rum ors of disaster w ere brought to th is city, which 
w ere, how ever, not su bstantiated until the arrival 
of the oyster sloop Annie G ertrude this evening 
from the oyster grounds, giving details of tho terri­ 
ble experience of the oysterm en during th a t fierce 
strife of elem ents. 
C aptain L ybrand Thom as of 
tile G ertrude states th a t Hie bay was full of oyster 
vessels a t the tim e, which w ere ail lying at anchor 
w hen the storm struck them in Ute m orning, ami 
m any had sails up drying from th e late rains. The 
w eather had been so calm of late th at no squall 
of sueti intensity as was experienced was dream ed 
of. 
Tile gale stru ck them wlieu on m ost ail tho 
vessels all hands were below' asleep. T he wind 
rapidly increased to sixty m iles an hour, and 
am ong the hying spray aud night nothing could be 
ascertained of a neighbor’s tate. 
The w ind con­ 
tinued heavy even after daylight aud blew all 
th e ensuing day heavy from

B a n g o r , Me., N ovem ber 19.—T he gale of Tues­ 
day w as m ore severe than w as a t first supposed, 
and in some places in the State am ounted to a 
cyclone. R eports have re a d ie d this city of the 
terrible havoc the winds caused am ong the tim ber 
lands in P iscataquis county. 
M essrs. Lewis F. 
Stratton and W illiam Engel of this city and F ran k 
Gilm an of 
W inn have a crew 
of sixty men 
and 
fourteen horses 
at 
work' 
on tile west 
branch of the 
P iscataquis, 
w here they own 
a targe tra c t of valuable tim ber land. Early Tues­ 
day m orning a cyclone sw ept through the forest, 
levelling acres and acres of tim ber land as smooth 
as if tile trees had been cut to clear a farm . 
It 
dam aged thousands of dollars w orth. 
A great 
m any trees were blown into tile stream , which 
will nave to be cleared before driving. 
The heavy 
trees fell first, and on to these w ere piled small 
trees and brush. 
T he tim ber that lias been blown 
dow n will lh m any cases lie w orthless, as it will 
cost m ore than it is w orth to get it out of the 
tangle.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , Cal., N ovem ber IO.—The good 
ship St. Clair of Thom aston, Mc., sailed Loin New j 
Y ork en Decem ber IS, I 8m2. She w as cumin doled i 
by C aptain.R ives and bud a com pany of tw enty 
souls, including lier first and second officers and 
the crew of sixteen men. 
She carried an asso rted 
cargo and was bound for N agasaki, Jap an . 
On 
the 1st of May site stru ck oil the shoaling s h o re s 
of one of the Benda Isl olds am i becam e a total 
w reck. 
The w eather was storm y and Hie waves, 
which w ere running very high, rendered futile all 
possible efforts to save anything. 
A ship cann t 
w ith safety go n earer tliati tw o or th rees mio s lo t lie i 
shores of H ose islands because of lire shallow ­ 
ness and rocky n atu re ol Hie bottom , on which, if 
she should strike, she would be alm ost ce. minty 
lost. 
Tile captain, know ing thai th e island ujnm 
which he was w recked was uninhabited and only 
visited by Jap an ese fisherm en at a certain season, 
determ ined to endeavor to reach another island. 
and so did not go on shore on the nearest land a t 
all. 
I lie stew ard, nam ed Felix A. W ahl ut G er­ 
m an nationality, determ ined to land, .s he .saw 
that the boats v, ere leaky ai d had to be I tiled out 
witlt vigor, and he, m oreover, doubted their sea­ 
w orthiness in other respects, as they had lain 
aboard of tim ship unused for a long lime.

captain consented to Ie’ l im take a very small 
boat and land, as he wished, and two hoes, one 
F rench anet the o th er Portuguese, agreed to ac­ 
com pany him. 
This they did, bu t on touching tho shote aud 
seeing i t s 'd eso late and unuivuU i. appearance 
they changed tiietr minds aud h u n iud lo overtake 
Ute larg er boats, winch they could still see on 
th eir course for the more ais taut island, som e 
twenty-five miles aw ay, which Rio captain wished 
to react) on account of its being adapted to ta r­ 
nish ins people w ith the m eans or living until they 
blight chance to i e rescued.

W ith (Dots an a o'.a dry rag#, 
w hich he found, lie succeeded in striking some 
sparks and getting a fire kindled, which, when it 
once got to burning, lie was careful never again to 
let go entirely oil! so long as Ho rem ained upon the 
island. T here was wood to be picked up along the 
shore, and some sm all trees aud hushes grew upon 
tile island, so m a t he had bo gi -art trouble lu get­ 
ting a supply of fuel. 
As to shelter, he found this already provided 
for him , as there w ere some sheds used by Hie 
fisherm en who m ake periodical visits to Hie place 
for the purpose of caicbiim and oui mg tim . These 
fish w ere a species of m ac Se poi which they cure 
by splitting th .mu, as is custom ary w .th Y ankee

In uduHlon to the m ackerel is a 
kind of shark, which is very rot, and is tak en and 
moiled down lot1 the oil, th e hones being saved and 
made an article of traffic and used in m anufac­ 
tures.

T here was tltus no danger of actual starvation. 
Le mg thus th ru st lulu tins utter solitude, 
A S iirc ie i o f L " t h u i 't r o r T o r p o r 
seem ed to seize upon Hie stew ard w hich alm ost 
bereft him of his faculties for som e eight o r ten 
days, but it gradually wore aw ay and he found 
him self again possessed of his norm al m ental ac­ 
tivity aud physical vigor.

its passage.” 
He review s various points concern­

the support of Hie m other, and says It 
would be 
unjust for a m otlier to receive a 
pension 
if 
she 
would 
not 
be 
dependent 
on Hie son, if living, and equally unjust to 
deprive Hie m otlier of Hie aul she would have re­ 
ceived lf h er son had lived, 
lf Hie son was a 
minor, the fath er was entitled to his services, or. 
ii not living. Hie m other was so entitled, and 
therefore th e dependent father or m other should 
be allowed a pension. The effect of lids decision, 
in Hie opinion of pension officials, will lie to in­ 
crease th e am ount paid pensioners $500,GUO, or 
perhaps $1,000,000, annually.

Saving a Train Full of Passengers fren 


Illuming Into Des Moines River. 


Presented with a Medal from the Leg* 
islature—Honored by the Peopla 


Bo o n e , la.. Nov. UL—T hursday was a gala on* 
for tins little town. 
T here was a long processios 
in the morning, and in Ute afternoon there wa) 
m usic, speeches aud a banquet In the Town H ate 
T here w ere m any noted men from all p arts of th) 
State here. 
T he occasion of all this dem onstra 
Hon, which eclipses anything of the kind evei

In his rep o rt on experim ents In feeding plants. 
Professor Levi Stockbridge of A m herst College 
deem ea it necessary to give "‘not only the experi­ 
m ents, bu t Hie law of plant nutrition, one mode of 
applying it in practice, and Its indication of the 
co rrect system and rules of producing crops in 
general agriculture.” 
H e then gives form ulas for 
different crops, as follows: T hat for w heat to pro­ 
duce twenty-rive busnels aud the n atu ral propor­ 
tio n of straw per acre, m ore than tile n atu ral yield 
of the land, and in like proportion for other quan­ 
tities, use:

T here is no 
breed of cattie th a t will fill the butcher's stall, the 
milk pall, the cheese vat and Hie b u tter cam as 
each should be done in these days—and m ust be 
done in order to th e desired success. 
T hat some 
can do so to a g reater m easure than others we 
know , but th a t any one can, or ever will do so, 
an d aggregate equal to the average of breeds, is 
ju st as certain as th at cheese is not alw ays cheese. 
W hat are the requisites of a first-class dairy cow? 
is ti.e question beurre us in tills ihqtury. Men dif­ 
fer in their likes of individual anim als for particu­ 
la r purposes, aud m uch oi tills will be found to 
arise from experience under various conditions— 
th a t such and such a stum p of cow has done well 
or poorly with m iller, where food, m anagem ent 
and the p articu lar class of farm also differed. VV e 
forget th is too often in com paring notes.

'I he w eight of Hie cream from 
IOO pounds et milk Is the proper eritei ion, and 
our model dairy cow should alw ays give eight 
pounds to the hundred. 
Then, again, nearly one-

W hat a theory by which to 
m anure clover—a plan! th a t contains a large per­ 
centage of nitrogen, but does not trouble the 
fan n er to furnish any of ii! As before stated, no 
nitrogen com pounds need be applied to clover, 
and tills doubtless holds true for all legum inous 
plants, such as pease and beans. 
No shrewd 
fan n er would ever think of applying nitrogenous 
fertilizers to clover, for clover can get lls own 
nitrogen. 
P lants have different capacities for 
gathering Hie various substances they need tor 
Ii on, aud we m ust recognize these differences.” 
It m il be noticed th at the Stockbridge fertilizers 
call for 53 pounds tor 25 bushels of beans for which 
W . II. Jordan, 15. S., says no nitrogen is required, 
w hile for 25 burin Is of w heat, which is supposed 
to require more nitrogen than any o th er crop, the 
Stock brid go calls for only 41 pounds. 
Wily 
apply th e am ount ot nitrogen called for in tim 
crops of beans, clover aud corn?” 
It is the m ost 
costly elem ent in fertilizers, and P rofessor J o r­ 
dan’s statem ent is, 
“ in no case out of ninety 
accurate trials, has such a proceeding failed to 
result iii loss oil corn,” and he also states til at no 
nitrogen need be applied to clover. No shrewd 
farm er would ever think of applying it- T he same 
rem ark will hold good as to beans. 
A griculture is the m ost im portant Interest in the 
U nited M ates. 
It furnishes seven-eighths of our 
e x p o rts; 
one-lialf of our people are actively en­ 
gaged in it, and it Affects the interests of all to a 
g reater or less extent. 
As m anures and th eir application are tho basis 
of farm ing in New England and the older-settled 
States, w here m anures are needed to grow paying 
crops, and as It is only a question of tim e with the 
present exhaustive system of agriculture in vogue 
iii the new er S tates, w hen they will be obliged to 
resort to m anures, it Is ali-lm portant th at our 
ta n n e rs should not be m isled. 
They w ant facts, 
not theories, which cause expense In the articles 
they use, and are not productive of as good re­ 
sults as can be obtained a t less cost. 
Professor Jordan directly contradicts Professor 
Stockbridge. 
W hich is right is of very great in­ 
terest for farm ers to know . They should know of 
th eir own knowledge In regard to the application 
of chem ical m anures in com parison w ith barn 
m anures, and the peculiar action each of the con­ 
ceded required constituents—nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash—perform , separately aud com­ 
bined, on the crops they grow. 
This inform ation every farmer} can ODtaln at 
slight expense aud m ile trouble by the use of soil 
tests, which we have prepared aud send eith er by 
m ail or express, according to the q uantity lie 
w ishes to apply, on four square feet or sixty-four 
square feet of land. 
T he larger q u an tity enables 
m e la m e r to try four different crops w ith the 
sam e m anure a t the sam e time, aud gives practi­ 
cal know ledge to be obtained in no o th er way.

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T e s tin g T e n B re e d s o f C o w s. 
Professor Brown of Hie O ntario A gricultural 
College states iu his report th a t he has never seen, 
in all the necessary detail, a special w ork on the 
breeds of cattle m ost suitable for th e dairy and 
cream ery. The discussion of the subject is even 
not as plentiful as n iglu be expected, amid all Hie 
keenness and ability of agricultural associations. 
D airym en are eith er satisfied with w h at they pos­ 
sess. or may be have been w aiting for their ex­ 
p erim ental station to say som ething on such a big, 
irregular and largely uncultivated field of inquiry. 
H e continues: 
I think much of th is indifference is only appar- 
ent, and not real, as age has not yet given Onta­ 
rio opportunity to te st w hat, under h er conditions, 
a rc h e s t for cheese and bulter respectively. 
To 
sav m at we cannot do better than follow w hat 
older nations are doing iii Hits regard is adm itting 
th a t the cow is but a machine devised to produce, 
irrespective of conditions, th at we know make and 
Q unlike higher anim al life, aud would a t th e sam e 
tim e be ignoring w hat we have already done iii 
im proving upon the p ractice of o tn er countries in 
Ute m aking of cheese itself. Jt is our place as a 
young Batlon to pro v e as we grow , aud establish 
nothin* w ithout thorough test, a g alU and again.

T he great beefer of th e world, the D urham , Is 
neither iieavy nor a long m ilker, com paratively, 
on an average, although some Individuals, in the 
experience of m ost breeders, are rem arkable in 
botn qualities; In the days of th eir early history 
they w ere unquestionably deep and trite m ilkers, 
but m anagem ent tow ard a different object lias, 
during the last eighty years, changed their dairy 
staff lard. 
T hough low in specific gravity, tho 
proportion of cream is high, and Hie q uantity of 
b u lter from milk Hie highest of w hat is illustrated 
arui possibly second only to the Jersey , w inch, as 
yet, we have no t had opportunity to Investigate 
thoroughly. 
Even 
in cheese Hie shorthorn is 
am ong Hie best. 
W ith tills high average we 
would 
expect sim ilar 
characteristics 
by the

In duration of season and quantity of m ilk, the 
A berdeen poll is not equal to the shorthorn, w ith 
which it is com parable as a beefer,, aud Indeed It 
is the low est of any In quantity, yot giving bv 
specific gravity Hic richest of all excepting the 
Devon. 
But, iii fact, nobody would look to Hie 
A berdeen poll for Hie daily, though when pu t to 
th e C anadian we obtain m uch more prom inence in 
m ilking powers, w ith a distinct reduction in per 
cent, of cream , and yet, curious enough, a fully 
better w eight of cream . 
Iii all our experim ental researches, no breed 
can touch the Devon In registering a high specific 
gravity and w eight of cheese from milk ; both are 
unusually high, aud should be accounted for by 
Hie dairy expert. 
I now ask for this explanation. 
H ie Devon is also a good average in duration of 
m ilking, and, for its size, fair iii q uantity of m ilk, 
and, over an average of things, gives $25 per 
annum —hence, possibly, the cause of its patron­ 
age iii the States. 
Scotland’s hardy beef grazier. thelG allow ay, has 
made, in our com paratively sm all experience of it, 
a t least one unusual record as a m ilker. 
I refer 
to the 2 per cent, of cream , which of course is a 
very low’ proportion, but it m ust be explained th at 
th e line betw een m ilk and cream was a very dis­ 
tinct one. 
Much cream stood below this line, and 
alw ays rose slowly, and much never separated

From 5 to 13 per cent, is a big difference iii this 
respect. 
It does not m ean thinness necessarily, 
for w ant of cleam , as hi skim m ed m ilk, gives a 
higher specific g ra v ity ; and pure cream , as is 
known, will go as low as fifty and thirty. The 
A yrshire does not give cream , however, but stands 
above Hie average iii cheesiness; thus, then, with 
its great q uantity of m ilk, we get an average 
value, supposing we desire to obtain a nil I ic. 
cream , b u tter aud cheese mean of $38 a year, ami 
by a specialty, as in cheese alone of $58 a year. 
And now, w hat about the w orld’s great cream er 
—the Jersey ? T he great point of this breed is

W ith such, progress is im ­ 
possible, for he th in k s it unnecessary.

to say, m ost blae*sm iths arc m erely practical 
m en. 
In a to n n er article I said th a t Hie best and 
soundest toot was Hie unshod one, th a t a norse 
could do fight saddle w ork unshod, but th at it was 


, preaching nearer to nature. 
The w eak spot in the 
i barefoot system lies til Hie fact th at Its advocates 
cannot adduce sufficient proof of its success.

lite m assive piece of Iron, ami try to persuade 
Un nisei vcs that a h eav y w eig h t cannot possibly 
relieve the foot from concussion—that Hie frog and 
Heels m ust be allow ed lo touch tile ground. 
Calkins m ust fie tilings of the past, Hie use of tho 
knife ami rasp m ust be considerably restricted. 
Some will say, Ii we reject calkins, iiow arc horses 
to back a heavy load or hold it back going down 
hill, or pull it up hill? 
I answ er th at they will do 
a i tins infinitely b etter w ithout calkins if the bare 
frog and heel touch the ground. N ot one m an in 
a hundred knows w hat a healthy frog looks like; 
they arc accustom ed to see Hie w retched lit tie

lf they w ant to see a sound 
frog—one Unit will prevent slipping, and enable 
the horse to pull w ith his loot fiat on Hie ground—

In my last article upon the subject I described 
th e way iii which horses w alked along W aterloo 
bridge witli their calkins on.

It was 
Hie sam e; they slipped every time Hie calkin was 
placed on the sin lace of the stone, which was 
m ost frequently, but w ith tills difference, after a 
slide of a loot or tw o Hie calkin som etim es pulled 
them up. On the wood pavem ent the calkins 
were useless to prevent slipping, as they got no 
Dolci. 
Some farm er will say, “ in the country we 
have no wood paving, aud a horse seldom h a sid 
back on pitching or stone paving.” G ranted, bus 
with Hie free Use of Ills frogs and heels he will 
back and hold up a load b etter on any ground, aud 
with less injury to his feet aud legs. 
I t is a com­ 
mon saying th at "one horse can w ear out two 
vmir of legs.” 'J ids should not be. N ature gave tile 
anim al an evenly balanced fram e, as capable of 
w ithstanding w ear and tear as ours; we have up- 
si t Hie balance, on ce more, most men Hunk th at 
a horse pulls naturally oil Ids toes, thai is hoi so. 
W hen he has no thick heels or calkins, and is not 
afraid of slipping, im will pull with Ins foot flat to 
the ground. 
Let him have the Hee use of Ins 
frogs and lie will never dig in ids toes and ja r his 
feet and hocks to pieces. 
W hen using the C hurlier 
shoe, 
the 
sole, 
frog 
and 
lied 
of 
the 
horse’s 
foot 
are 
never touched w ith the knife. 
The 
follow­ 
ing objections may be made to Its use am ong 
London dray h o rses: T h e w ear and tear of their 
feet is excessive, considering what loads they have 
lo pull, aud th at m ost ol their w ork is over stone 
paving; and, consequently, naif an inch of iron 
would soon w ear through. 
It may ho answ ered 
th at the Chainer shoe would stand the greatest 
am ount of w ear and te a r over the roughest pave 
me ut for a fortnight, a t any rate, w ithout wearing 
out. and should uot a valuable, hard-w orking 
horse’s shoes be looked to once a fortnight? W hich 
costs m ost, shoeing or buying new horses? 
OI 
course horse’s feet varv, and require different 
shoes. Borne feet have been prem aturely ruined 
by their shoes; these edit fe d cannot bo much im­ 
proved, and possibly will be too bad to stand Hie 
shoe, as the nom will not grow fast enough to 
com pensate for the w ear an a tear. 
But, In the 
case of young horses, or those whose feet have 
not been utterly ruined, th eir feet will resemble 
those of unshod coils. 
T he frogs ami bars will 
grew to an enorm ous size, and the frog lie spongy, 
while th ere is no fear of tile sole growing down out 
of all proportions, 
lf let alone it Scales off in 
flakes, 'lid s is how nature gets rid of w ast* horn. 
I know a large stable of carriage horses where 
th e chu rlier system lias been employed for some 
years; the horses’ feet and legs are perfect, the 
old ones have as sound feet w ith nice open heels 
and as clean lees as th e young ones, and those 
horses get lots of harness work over London pave­ 
m ents, and are, most of them , high steppers. They 
seldom slip, never full aud never go lam e. Tills 
is how the system suits lanuion harness horses. 
W hat reason is th ere for tis not suiting farm 
horses in Site country? 
I know of none; but to 
give th e system a fair trial, the farm er should 
superintend the fitting of the shoes himself. Tho 
sm ith will be sure to c ra b ; hut so he will every 
plan but his own antiquated one. 
To give Hie 
system a fair trial, young horses with good, sound 
feel should be selected—not old crooks w hose feet 
have done growing. T hese last are the kind gen­ 
erally experim ented upon, under Hie notion th a t 
it is im m aterial w hat the result may b e ; b u t there 
is no teal of lam eness, provided Hie sm ith does 
not prick the loot. 


F a ll W o rk in th e O ro h a rd . 
D uring these chilly nights many a farm er sits 
close to the kitchen stove and draw s a sigh of re­ 
lief as he th in k s: 
“ A pples will soon be picked, 
anil Hum the orchard is done for this y e ar; no 
more insects nor need of w atch fu ln ess/’ 
W hen 
warm days come nex t spring, and the snow is 
melted by the smile of the north-m arching sun. the 
sam e fan n ers w anner into Hie orchard full of hope 
for the season’s harvest. T heir faces leuutlion, 
however, as they see here a tree gnawed by rabbits, 
there one broken and w recked by ice, another 
girdled by mice, aud half a dozen Mack, scorched 
and apparently dead. 
Such a farm er m en re­ 
asserts, as lie has m any springs before, th a t tho 
fates are against him, aud th at, be as careful aud 
w atchful as yon m ay, the enem ies of m e farm er 
w ill trium ph. Aud no doubt many spriugs m ore 
will come before he learns thai due precautions 
exercised in the fall will av ert m uch of the m ischief 
of winter. 
He should know th a t rabbits delight in brush 
piles, aud Iii rubbishy, long neglected fence row s; 
th at mice bai bor in sim ilar places, and In leiu- 
fliled iurrow s, ana In Hie tall grass bent under tho 
sheltering snow. This m uch learned, he will see 
that all rubbish Is rem oved from the orchard. 
Tills can lie Hie w ork of the cheerless days after 
the crops are harvested and one hardly knows 
w hat to do as nature lingers between autum n and 
w ille r. 
Especial care should be exercised th at 
Hic liases of the trees are not surrounded by grass, 
chunks of wood, stones or shocks of corn fodder. 
Tho brush piles should bo burned. W ith a wagon, 
hay-rake and broad-tineu fork, lie Simula clean 
out Hie hollow places aud the fence rows w here 
the leaves and grasses have been left bv tho 
winds. 
These m aterials, put upon the com post 
heap. or in large piles w here they m ay be kept 
moist, will m ake Hie very finest of m anures. Leaf 
mould is muck, and m uck is w ealth. 
So much done, precaution should be tak en to 
avert the mischief which may be w rought by tile 
w eather itself. 
T he crow n of Hip roots, w here 
they lose them selves iii the tru n k , should not he 
exposed. 
A neat little heap of earth , a few inches 
high above the base of the tree, is an adm irable 
protection. 
Be especially careful th a t no surface 
w ater rem ains over w inter. 
Inspect the outlets 
of drains, and lf necessary give surface draining. 
it the orchard is exposed to sweeping w inds, and 
your locality is northern, it will be desirable 
to 
provide 
trap s 
tor 
the 
snow, 
th a t 
it 
m ay 
shelter 
the 
trees. 
M any 
tint 
low, 
Cheap, 
light, 
m ovable 
fences 
through 
Hie 
orchard at 
intervals a t right angles to tho 
; recalling winds. 
A cheap and easy m ethod is to 
drive three or tour stak( s about each exposed tree 
at a distance of two or three feet from Hie trunk, 
and to nail strips of boards on them . 
If corn bas 
been raised iii the orchard and it has been cut 
high, the stubbie will ellen hold the snow ; but 
care m ust lie exercised th a t loose fodder and 
husks do not lie about th e trees. 
All tins done, 
the grow er should stroll through Hie orchard on 
tile lookout for weak crotches aud split or cracked 
limbs, wUich are a p t to occur on heavily-bearing 
tires. 
A split in a crotch is proof enough th a t 
m ischief will be done bv ice before spring. Bilch 
lim bs should be rem oved or securely tied up.— 
[cultivator. 


T h e F a m ily C ow . 
In New England th ere are featly sm all farm ers 
Who keep oue to three, cows for a fam ily supply of 
m ilk, cream aud butter, with perhaps a little sur­ 
plus b u tter for m arket. 
Small farm ers, on tho 
nard soil of New E ngland, m ust econom ize all 
their resources, ami Hie surplus irom the one or 
two cows kept m ust he sold or exchanged for some 
store goods needed in Hie fam ily. A cow is selected 
with 
a 
view 
to 
her good aud 
productive 
qualities, 
reasonableness 
of 
price and ease 
of 
keeping. 
Few of these sm all farm ers feel 
them selves justified in going to the expense 
of aiiv fancy b re i4 , but the solid, substantial, 
w ell-tried sort, such as is known to Lo adapted to 
th eir locality, soil, clim ate aud circum stances. A 
cow titled to these circum stances should he hardy, 
active, easy to keep, and hold out well in m ilk, 
giving a lair supply a t least ten m onths iii Hie 
year, and during (ne* Hush season a large supply. 
Such cows, am ong th© common breeds, I know 
are not so common as we would wish, b u t still 
are more common than some w riters would loud 
us to believe. A good fam ily cow. or any dairy 
cow, should not only hold out In m ilk to near 
calving, but from her milk aud cream we should 
be able to m ake good butter, inviting lo the eye 
aud taste, aud her m ilk should be su iiab lefo r food 
and drink for old and young. 
In my experience I have found m ore of these 
qualities combined in the Devon breed than any 
other widen I have tried. Perhaps it m ay lie too 
lim ited, but I have had experience w ith A yrshire, 
Durham , A lderney and their grades. T he A yr­ 
shire's were objectionable because of liability of 
getting cream from which b u tter could not be 
made, after a certain period in te sta tio n ; also 
from other causes not necessary to m ention. Will* 
Hie Devons I have been uniform ly successful. 
They not only give a good supply of m ilk, at all 
tim es suitable for drinking, aud rich for butter or 
cheese, but produce it at a m inim um of cost. 
W here ttieir young are to be raised, they can he 
made valuable riff tile sense of useful) w ithout 
coddling, as they are hardy and very healthy as a 
rule. 
Tim m ature cattle are not as liable to 
disease as S'm e others. The cows are not sub­ 
ject to one objection to the A yrsbires—short teats, 
which are so difficult for Hie average man to 
m anipulate. The D evons possess a hardy, good 
constitution, and are adm irably adapted to our 
New England clim ate and hill pastures, possess­ 
ing beauty as well as good m ilking and other 
qualities, to a t least as great a degree, if not 
greater, than any o th er breed. 
To judge or select 
a good cow' stand in front of lier, look a t her 
shape, which should be wedge-like—fine in front 
and w ider behind. See th at her horns are clear, 
with a waxy look; eyes au ld and pleasant, ears 


American Cheese in Creat Britain* 
T he London A gricultural G azette feels con­ 
g ratu lato ry over a visible falling off in the supply 
of cheese from tho United S tales last year, and 
tries to quiet the alarm of English producers as 
follows: In view of the e s p 'cial alarm which the 
E iiclisn producer has evinced of late years at tile 
th reaten in g aspect of A m erican com petition, per­ 
haps it is especially reassuring to note th a t while 
we still buy m uch cheese abroad we do not rely 
nearly so m uch as we did on the Y ankee supply. 
As an analysis of our nutter im ports was sug­ 
gested bv a review of Hie general course of tho 
trad e in foreign butter, so such figures as we have 
noted with re g a rd .to cheese lead us natural y 
enough to trace Hic growtli and decline of this 
particu lar A m erican export. 
W hen the decade 
which ended w ith 1882 began the am ount of 
A m erican cheese sent over to tiffs country was 
hu t little over 790,000 cw t., out of 
a total 
im port of 
1,357,000 cwt. 
Half-w ay through 
tiffs 
period, 
or 
In 
1878, 
Hie 
supplies 
from tiffs particular source had nearly doubled, 
am i w ere returned a t 1,346,000 cw t., or in five 
years they reached practically as m uch as all 
countries sen t us in 1873. F o r the last live years 
th e A m erican supply has exhibited considerable 
fluctuation. 
It was J.171.OOO cwt. in 1880, and 
1.244.000 in 1887; hut last year it dropped to 
970,000, a low er figure than we have ever received 
from the States since tile year 1874. C ontrasting, 
indeed, 1082 w ith 1873. it becom es apparent tw it 
the percentage of our cheese supply furnished by 
A m erica Is rath er 
less 
now 
than 
It 
was 
ten years ago, being but 57 per cent. of Hie 
whole In 
1882, as 
against 58 per 
cent, at 
th e earlier date. 
And tiffs is all the more 
strik in g when 
we rem em ber th a t in the in ­ 
terval 
tile proportion supplied by tho U nited 
S tales w as upw ards of 68 per cent. 
N or have the 
figures of the present season, so far as they have 
gone, led us to expect any reversal of the now 
p retty clearly established decline. 
For both, for 
Hie m onth of A ugust, 1883, and tor Hie past eight 
m onths of th is year, while there is a grow th Iii our 
cheese im ported from other countries, Hie United 
S tates stands lower. It Is however, to tile United 
S lates alone th at this Criticism applies, for it 
would ap p ear th a t Canada is certainly, of late 
years, sending us more cheese and not less. Tile 
B ritish-A m erican cheese received here three years 
ago w as scarcely 282.000 cw t., In 1881 It was 
299.000 cw t., while last year the trad e had largely 
developed, the total reaching 382,000 cw t., or not 
very m uch below one-fourth of our whole foreign 
cheese, and a considerably larger proportion than 
conies from H olland, our ouiy im portant E uropean 
source of supply. 


A Good Yield of Carrots. 
T h at Hie d ro u g h t of the past sum m er has been 
especially severe upon the root crops, th e m eagre 
display a t all the agricultural fairs this fall is 
sufficient evidence. Mr. J. T. Southw orth of Hol­ 
brook, how ever, has apparently found some way 
of circum venting the unfavorable season, as all 
Iff*- crops for the present season have been boun­ 
tiful in quant tv and excellent In quality. 
His 
carro ts, especially, are way ahead of anything we 
have seen. 
They were raised on w hat nail been 
an old p asture, which until three years ago had 
not been ploughed for twenty years or more. D ur­ 
ing the p ast th ree seasons it has been cultivated, 
potatoes being the first crop raised, followed by 
turnips. T ok soil Was carefully prepared and made 
fine, stable m anure being ploughed In. Tho seed 
of th e long orange variety was sown May 25, iii 
ten row s, 250 feet long aud about IS inches a p a r t; 
a sn.all quantity of Bradley’s fertilizer was then 
applied, by sowing it with tile sam e im plem ent 
w ith which the seed had been sown, sim ply going 
over tho tow s again. 
Beyond this Hic growing 
crop received no “ petting,” except that Hie ground 
was kept free from weeds. The to tal yield of Hie 
ten row s was eighty bushels of the handsom est 
carro ts we ever saw. Ad were large, smooth aud 
solid, the larg est one we found w eighing exactly 
ti.roe and one-halt pounds after it had been 
trim m ed and washed, aud five selected specim ens 
w eighing, together, just fifteen pounds. If any 
one lias done better than this we should like to 
know it, 


Domestic Cheese. 
I have had a num ber of interview s w ith m akers 
of dairy cheese, and from tho fact th a t all of them 
seem to be groping after m ore light, or a fuller 
understanding of their difficult situation, I dare to 
m ake a few statem ents about the m aking of such 
cheese. 
I t is not altogether am iss to take the 
subject tip Just now, for it is the season of Ute 
local fairs, w hen Hie good housew ives show the 
trophies of th eir skill, and when, too, th e luckless 
essays a t cheese-m aking which are either disem- 
bow elled, or are so strong and rank in flavor as no 
longer to he lit to keep In the house, are cast off 
to the pigpen. ‘‘W hat is the m atter w ith th at 
cheese?” is th e anxious inquiry repeated over 
and over, and very often the only satisfaction 
gained, In answ er, is an em phatic rejoindei th a t 
it is m ost ard en tly hoped the attem pt will uot be 
m ade again. 
T he best possible way to have a good, uniform 
lot of dom estic cheese is to have them all m ade at 
the n earest cheese ta M iry. 
This rule is of univer­ 
sal application, and is sure to w ork; but, as all 
will not so OO, a closer inspection of the princi­ 
ples and m ethods of cheese-m aking is certainly 
called for. 
h i Hie article of July 26 reference 
was had to Hie Indispensability of the w ariu-bath 
appliance, and the uniform strength of rennet em ­ 
ployed. it becom es evident, after careful though!, 
(h at the m ilk should be thus placed iii the bath, 
not alone to retain the requisite 98°, lint also to 
bring Hie te birth ut are back to 82° after the milk 
has received the proper cooling and airing for Hie 
purpose of throw ing off th e barnyard odors aud 
Hie anim al heat. 
It i9 safe to assert th a t the 
practice of "running up a curd” ju st as soon as 
Hie mlik is brought to the houso is Hie most 
lruitful source and cause of Hie endless trouble 
about Hie cheese-m aking. 
All 
th at 
is foul 
and unpleasant ana unwholesome in Hie new, 
“cowy” milk is precipitated into the curd, and a 
proper nam e for such a substance could well be 
‘•preserved nastiness.” 
The excuse given is, th a t 
advantage is taken of th e tem perature tben exist­ 
ing to set th e rennet a t work. 
But th at excuse 
entirely overlooks tho fact th a t it is uot the degree 
of blood heat w hich is advantageous for the set­ 
ting of thWHird rot1 cheese, as it is for im m ediate 
digestion of milk in Hie living stom ach. 
E xperi­ 
ence has shown th a t a tem perature not over 16° 
below the point of blood h eat will set at work Hie 
aciive principle of the rennet to the entire degree 
adequate to the form ation of a curd to keep ail in­ 
definite tim e. 
We enter upon the digestive opera­ 
tion with Hie milk for the purpose of reducing Hie 
bulk in hand and of elim inating the more perish, 
aide and hurtful parts which it contains. 
Such a 
delicate as well as com plicated task needs to be 
c a rd ally entered upon and skilfully followed tip. 
A nother point which m akes for fine flavor, and 
Is altogether Jest sight of in the hurried curdling 
of hot milk. Is t init developm ent of the exquisite 
volatile oils take place only upon thorough ex­ 
posure to Hie air a t Hic tem perature of 60°. 
It 
people could be brought to appreciate the subtle 
beauty of these tran sito ry elem ents in ttieir milk, 
they would never again ‘‘run up a curd,” reeking 
w ith foul odors, nor ever use a subm erged cream er 
w ith ice about the m ilk. 
Mr. Ballantym*, tho distinguished 
Canadian 
cheeso-m uker, has stated squarely 
th at 
milk 
should never bo set for cheese im m ediately from 
Hie cow. 
it is often "h andy” so to do. and again. 
“ it saves trouble,” but w hat is gained eventually 
by a course of action which ruins quality on Hic 
score of convenience? 
A nother source of difficulty Is that curd is run 
up at night at blood heat, and then left in a hap* 
hazard condition till m orning, when, a t last, it is 
mixed iqi with th a t fest made. The trouble with 
this kind of work can be best explained by illus­ 
tration. Suppose, after we have eatou our supper 
oi goodly viands, we soon call in the physician 
with the stom ach pum p, and proceed to remove 
th at supper from our stom achs, in order th a t ii 
m ay be laid aw ay in a dish out in the w oodshed 
till morning. 
W ould it prove a very satisfactory 
mest. to lem asticatc w ith our breakfast, or could 
it be assum ed th at the action of Hie saliva and 
gastric Juice had gone forw ard rn a proper m an­ 
ner? 
There 
is 
no proper haltinir-place so 
early in tho w ork. 
Au even condition of 
heat conduces 
to 
the, 
proper 
advancem ent 
of the cu rd s; bot in Hic inevitable lowering of 
the tem perature arrests all rig id tendencies and 
invites Hie coming in of those w hich are most 
pre judicial. T here seem s to be no escape from 
tiffs practise except by the provision of suitable 
healing apparatus, w liercever cheese would bo 
made. A filial point to consider is Hie so-called 
cutting and scalding of the cm d. 
Tho statem ents 
made by Hic cheese-im tkeis on this m atter are, for 
late most part, rather vague and uncertain. The 
wily of tile steps at this Stage does not seem to be 
understood. 
WI ten tile curd is ready tu b e cut, 
Hie resu t to be sought ilia suitable separation of 
Hie Wiley irom the caseine, and the question Is 
how cull it Hest be done. 
Tile com parison Is not 
Bi rte fly correct, but 
we may liken Hie sepa­ 
ration 
of 
tho 
wliev 
to 
the 
trying 
out 
of lard. 
H ie pieces et rough lard are subjected 
to a slow heat until the m uscfliar tissue is 
sffn n k e n and parts with all Hie fats. So iii the 
cooking of Hic curd we would cause tile whey 
gradually to “ try” out of tile curd. The tetra 
“ cooking” is an unfurl un ate one, as the associltion 
of a high degree of lieut is so intim ately connected 
with ll; but if we can reason clearly upon Hie m at­ 
ter, we shall not be misled. 
R efer back again lo 
Hie digestive idea, and we see th at the 98 degrees 
is the extrem e height of tem perature under which 
th e rennet prim hue works in the living stom ach. 
W e need then, only in the best way, coraise our 
degree of lieut from tire 82 degrees of tho set­ 
ting to Hie 
blood 
heal. 
If the 
word, 
“ (Ii 
Besting,” conk! he agreed upon iii place of "cook­ 
ing,” it m ight more plainly indicate Hie nature of 
th e process, cku it bis claim ed for a moment, Hie 
ordinary cutting witti a wooden knife, and the 
(blow ing on of a sm all am ount of Just whey will 
answ er to Hie com parison used? I or best results, 
Hie particles of cm d w o u ld be about as large as 
pease, and the digefting or trying out should be 
accom plished by careful stirrin g iu of Hie whey, 
to be followed by a season of entire repose, till Hie 
needed chem ical changes set in, Tile w hile Wiley, 
which so annoys elieese-m akers, can be nothing 
else than undigested caseine running to w aste by 
reason 
of 
faulty m auipulations.—tM lrror aud 
Farmer.

Transplanting Trees and Shrubs in Au­ 
tumn. 
Some dealers of trees recom m end setting both 
crees and shrubs in the autum n, but before spring 
chance th eir m ind; a t least, so far as outw ard ex­ 
pression 
goes, and urge transplanting in the 
spring. Tins is evidently done to lengthen out tile 
selling season. Good. reliable nurserym en will 


recom m end setting In Hie autum n only such trees 
and shrubs as are hardy, and have well-ripened 
wood. To set a peach tree iii the autum n is to in­ 
vite a failure, but an apple tree m ay b e set w ith 
alm ost as much certainty of success as lf set in 
the spring, providing it lie set a t Hic proper tim e. 
To set any tree ju st before too ground freezes is 
poor m anagem ent, because It does not cive t mo 
for t he earl Ii to settle closely around Hie roots, 
w hich is im portant. 
W hen trees or shrubs are to 
be tran sp lan ted in Ute autum n an effort should be 
m ade to do the work as soon as the leaves fall. 
There are some shrubs th a t It Is Im portant to 
transplant in Ute autum n; am ong them may bo 
nam ed Hie cu rran t and gooseberry; these start 
very early in Hie spring, so early th a t it is difficult 
to set them before tin 
buds burst open; but our 
experience Is, th at if they be set in Hie autum n 
and well mulched with m anure, they readily start 
and grow alm ost as well as if not rem oved; but all 
trees and shrubs th a t leave out early, lf tra n s­ 
planted in the spring after the buds are burst 
open, us is usually the ease, receive a check and 
fail to make a satisfactory grow th the first y e a r; 
but trees and shrubs I fiat start late, and also those 
th at are not perfectly hardy, should not, as a rule, 
be removed In the autum n, even though the w ork 
can be done In good season. 
T here arc several objections to planting trees in 
Hie autumn. 
F irst, in rem oving th e tree the 
spongioles or feeding roots are broken oft, thus 
depriving the tree of its regular channels of com ­ 
m unication w ith the m oisture of tile soil until such 
lim e as new ones can grow. 
Second, if the tree Le 
of any size it is exposed to the w inds of w inter, 
which oit ti loosens tin* roots of a new ly-set tree. 
Thirdly, the soli around Hie roots will not be in as 
good condition for the tree to m ake a rapid grow th 
. s if set iii the spring. 
To partially offset ti,ese 
th ere is Hie Advantage of having the first i iek of 
trees, which is w orth more th til is usually be­ 
lieve (i; then th ere is the advantage of having more 
tim e to do Hie w ork well than there usually is in 
the spring; hut n o tic e or shrub should be set a t 
any seasou unless tim e enough Is to be tak en to 
set it well.

Rules for Sheen Keepers. 
K eep sheep dry under foot w ith litter. T his is 
even more necessary than roofing th em ; nover let 
them stand or lie in mud or w ater. 
T ake up lam b 
bucks early in the sum m er and keep until Decem ­ 
ber lollowlng. when th ey m ay he tu rn ed out. 
Count every day. 
Begin graining with the g re a t­ 
est care, aud tise sm all quantities at first, 
lf a 
i we loses her lam b, niiik her daily tor a few days, 
m ixing a little 
alum 
w ith lier salt. 
Let no 
hogs eat w ith the sheep in the Silting by 
any means. Give the lam bs a littlo m ilk feed iii 
tim e oi weaning. N ever frighten sheep if possible to 
avoid it. Borne rye for w eak ones in cold w eather, 
if vou can. 
Separate all w eak, thin, or sick from 
Hie strong iii the fall, and give them special care. 
lf any sheep is hurt, catch it a t once ami w ash 
Hie wound, and, if it is tly-ttme, apply spirits of 
turpentine daily, and w ash w ith som ething heal- 
lug. 
if a lim b is broken, bind It w ith sprinters 
tightly, loosening as Hie lim b swells.

Shear a t once 
any sheep com m encing to sited its wool.unless the 
w eather is too severe, and shave carefully tile felt 
off any th at die. 
H ave a t least oue good w ork on 
sheep' by you to refer to. 


Things Worth Knowing. 
T he m ajority of fan n ers m ake the m istake of 
tran sp lan tin g too large forest trees for ornam ental 
purposes or for shade trees along highw ays. 
One 
often sees a rpw of m aples or elm s three or more 
inches iii diam eter, cut off as square as posts at 
Hie top, and leaving scarcely a tw ig to induce root 
action. 
It should be rem em bered th at Hic tra n s­ 
planting process is to the p lan t a harsh and un­ 
congenial procedure, and ttiat the more care th ere 
re exercised in the rem oving th e su rer th© tree 
will be to live and thrive. 
It is not enough to 
sim ply have a tree live. 
II it is unnecessarily 
abused and stunted it is by so much lessened in 
thriftiness and harulhoocf. L et tho tree get as 
good a s u t t a s possible. T reat it gently, ss though 
it were a tiling containing life and possibilities for 
future usefulness. 
Do hot be content w ith Hie 
thought th at if it does not live you can plant 
another next year. A year Is often w orth m uch to 
a tree, especially if it be one not affected by ex­ 
trem es o f heat or m oisture. 
A new m ethod of w ashing b u tter has been p a t­ 
ented iii G erm any. As soon as gathered iii Hie 
churn in pal tieles about a ten th of an Inch in size, 
it is tran sierred to a centrifugal m achine, w hose 
drum Is pierced with lioies and lined w ith a linen 
sack th at is finally takeu out w ith the butter. 
As 
soon as the in,'whine Is set in rapid motion the 
butterm ilk begins to escape; a spray of w ater 
throw n into the revolving drum w ashes out all 
foreign m atters adhering to tho b u tte r; this w ash­ 
ing is Reiit up till tim w asb-w ater comes aw ay 
clean, ana the revolution is then continued till the 
last droit of w ater is rem oved, as clothes are dried 
rn the centrifugal w rin g er; the dry b u tter is then 
tak en out, m oulded and packed. 
It is claim ed 
th a t the product thus so fully and quickly freed 
irom 
all 
im purities, w ithout any w orking or 
kneading, lilts a finer flavor, arom a and grain, and 
better keeping qualities th an w hen prep ared for 
m arket in 'th e ordinary way. 
Golden russets are am ong the hardest, th riftiest 
and m ost productive of apples. 
They are es­ 
pecially desirable as slocks on which to g raft Can­ 
ada reds and other slender-grow ing sorts. T he 
branches are straig h t and straig h t grained, and 
enduro well the grafting process. One peculiarity 
of the Golden russet is th a t when in leaf it may be 
distinguished from most other varieties by a leaf­ 
less vacancy four or six inches long a little dis­ 
tance below the ends of the young twigs. T here 
appear to be several distinct G olden russets, that 
of New E ngland being regarded by D owning as 
distinct from th a t or New York and W est. 
The 
v aliet v is very a p t to reproduce it self, or very n ear 
by itself, front seed, ana la this way it seem s to 
have originated independently in several p arts of 
the country. 
It is a reiuai kably long keeper, and 
when properly buried, will be crisp aud palatable 
until summer. 
ilic blotch disease of straw berry leaves recently 
described in tne I ribune has long been known in 
Europe aud in a mild form in lids country. Since 
my article w as w ritten I have seen an account of 
essentially the sam e disease in the report of Hie 
C onnecticut E xperim ent Station for 1878, which I 
had previously overlooked. T he sum m er before 
the straw berries of .J. B. Olcott, booth M anches­ 
ter, Conn., had suffered severely, "th e finest and 
largest green leaves turning brown in a few 
Hours.” Specim ens of the fungus causing this 
disease w ere referred to Dr. Fariow , who found 
it to be an im m ature form of Stigm atea Fragariae, 
to which the W isconsin pest belongs. Tills form , 
however, as I find from an exam ination of some 
of the Soutn M anchester specim ens, for which I 
am indebted to D r. F allow , was different lo th a t 
found atM liw aukee.and consisted of sm all cavities 
in Hie diseased parts of the leaf, which were filled 
w ith m inute thread-like spores, each of them 
several-eellcd. 
In tills form it has been know n as 
uvcochyt.a fragarUe. Badly diseased plants should 
be burned, and r reference given lo such varieties 
as G reen J’rolitlc, C rescent and Cham pion, which 
do not appear susceptible to attack s of the para­ 
site. 
A m arket gardener recom m ends in an exchange 
the following tom atoes for the various qualities 
m entioned) E arliest, n atliaw ay ’s Excelsior. This 
is sm oother, m ore handsom e and generally more 
desirable than C anada Victor, although but little 
earlier. The m ost perfect tom atoes in regard to 
simp®, size and color are Acme and Paragon. 
Acme will som etim es rot too soon. T he T rophy is 
one of Hie most productive, but there is alw ays a 
green poi Hon about the stem , even when perfectly 
ripe, interfering with its selling qualities. 
Tile canning factory a t R ochester, N. Y., has pu t 
up twelve and one-half tons of black raspberries iu 
one day, aud Has capacity for tw ice as muon. The 
fruit is pmced in the tins uncooked, covered w ith 
syrup, sealed, suspended a short tim e in boiling 
w ater, then pricked, soldered again and p ack ed 
for shipm ent. 
To dry pears and apples, slice the fru it and dry 
quickly on [dates in the oven. 
Tw enty-four hours 
should com plete Hie evaporation. 
Good fruit, 
nicely peeled and sliced aud dried in this way will 
be found lobe far better than when it is dried iii 
large p cees and exposed to flit s and dust. 
Pack, 
when dried, iii glass jars if you happen to have 
then), and cover tight. If pu t in bags use paper in 
lieu of muslim 
Over Hic large territory visited by the frost, 
Sentiunbar I. farm ers will be convinced of th e 
folly oi planting the large, late. Southern varieties 
or coni, th at Shou ld have fully lour m onths to 
m ature properly. W hen corn in this territo ry , 
which includes northern Ohio, is planted as late 
as June J, it is. liable to be caught unless it is alt 
i al ly kind. 
W hen eoru eau be planted by May IO 
Hic fate varieties will do, bu t it is b etter to be 
sure of a sm aller crop th an to take the chances of 
the larger one. 
Look out for seed in good tim e, 
and uot wait till planting tim e. 
This is a proper tim e of Hie year in which to 
gather and sow m any kind of forest tree seeds. 
Beech nuts, acorus, w alnuts, hickory nuts, etc., 
are now prim e for planting. 
John J. Thom as says th a t seeds should not be 
covered a depth of more than five tim es th eir di­ 
am .ter. Fine seeds should be covered witti soil 
made proportionabiy fine. 
Tim general practice 
is lo cover too deeply. Seeding with tile drill In­ 
creases this tendency, bu t has the advantage of 
securing greater uniform ity of depth. 
It is a good plan for every grow er of fruit to put 
ids name on pacKages as m ade ready for m arket. 
It will operate as a check on dishonesty, and if 
tile fruit is Hut up as it should be, Hie grow er will, 
in a few years, m ake a im putation th at will bring 
ready sales and good prices. 
H onesty pays in 
fruit growing as iu everything else. 
In m any places the loss front frosted corn is 
more serious than a t llrst supposed. 
W here the 
im m ature corn liseli froze in the husk the ears are 
now rotting a tte r Hie com has been put In stool;. 
The stalk, a lte r freezing, does not dry out natu ­ 
rally as it would if cut earlier, bu t retains so m uch 
m oisture th a t it caunot safely be piled In heaps or 
stored in barns. 
.Sweetness in straw berries is a secondary m atter, 
as very few eat them w ithout sugar. 
Such as do 
should have Lenuig’s white or H ooker’s Seedling. 
I think it sate to say th at five pigs iu a cellar 
uuder five cows and two horses, properly supplied 
with absorbents, will leave at Hie end of a year a 
pile of m anure three tim es the bulk aud four tim es 
the value of the cow and horse m anure left to it­ 
self. 
By all m eans learn som ething about the coun­ 
try before com m itting property and fam ily to its 
m ercies. W e would raise a note of w arning to 
tliose intending to go there.

facts about D akota from actual settlers. 
Tile influence of science upon agriculture is no- 
w nere seen so plainly and so pointedly as in ento­ 
mology. T he depredation of insects nave an in­ 
tensely practical bearing. Specialists, or those

Gillett, says it takes an im m ense capital lo carry 
steers until three years old, before being properly 
fitted lor tim sham bles; aud for one, he is now 
done w ith it. 
H e will dispose of ids present 
thrco-yeur-olds tiffs fall, ami never re a r another 
lot to ’this age. 
H ereafter lie Intends to keep bis 
calves fat as they grow up. H e will induce Diem 
to eat oats and crass before w eaning, so th a t they 
cannot fall aw ay in flesh when taken from suck­ 
ling Hie cows. Ile will continue with oats and 
bay in w inter, until they can digest corn w ill, ami 
then give them plenty of p a t . 
By tins system of 
feeding he can bring his lffgb-grade shorthorn 
steers up to 1500 pounds a t tw enty to twenty- 
eight m onths old. 
Young cattle take oil flesh and 
fatten m uch faster previous to attaining the age 
of two years than at any subsequent period.

consequence of Ibis there is considerable profit iii 
pushing them up w ith plenty of feed th u s far. 
rallier than allow less feeding, and keep them on 
till three years old. 
Beeves of 1200 to 1500 
pounds’ w eight are now preferred, both in the

and 
English 
m arkets, 
to 
those 
oilier, for th eir m eat is found to be m ore tender, 
juicy aud savory than th a t of older and heavier 
cattie. 
In selecting nursery trees farm ers should look 
to the thriftiness of th e trees, to their age arid to 
their shape. 
Those whose trunks aud blanches 
are not sm ooth and clean should lie discarded. 
Belee; straig h t trues w hich have not bad crotches, 
or a crook at the root. Do not select trees too old. 
A three-year-old tree is much preferable to oue 
lour or live years old. 
It is more apt to live, and 
its grow th is not so m uch interfered with bv the 
resetting. A well-grown two-year-old is usually 
preferable. 
See that Hie trees are stocky, 
if 
grown too thickly iii the nursery rows the trees 
are apt to be spindling ana tenner. One shoulu 
have a list of trees well settled upon long before 
lie m akes a largo order. The selection of varieties 
is one of the m ost Im portant operations connected 
with raising an orchard. Time and thought should 
lie given the subiect and many lists ana practical 
grow ers consulted. 
V arieties winch are generally 
m uch prized may be alm ost w orthless in certain 
localities or for sneciaI purposes, tine m ust se­ 
lect different sorts according as he w ishes fruit for 
home use, for local sale, or for consignm ent to 
city m arkets, Tho list fully decided upon', m ake 
the requisition upon Ute nurserym an th at he shall 
make no substitution of varieties or nm iber© 
which your list does not contain. 
F requently the 
nurserym an m ay be out of a certain variety and 
lie substitutes some oilier. I have know ii of much 
disappointm ent lu after years to resu lt from such 
substitutions. 
Mr. F. C. S. Calhoun, Oak P ark, 111., found his 
potato vines drooping the latter part of July, aud 
“ hollow nearly the whole length of the stem ,” The 
enem y, he tells the Chicago T ribune, “ was a worm 
about an inch loug, of a brow nish w hite color. 
Borne of the stem s contained two worms. They 
not only attack potato vines, but also tom ato 
plants and corn. 
In the latter they go fig h t down 
through Hie h eart of th e young stalk, 
in one or 
two instances they entered the stalk of dahlias, 
aud I don’t know w hat they won’t tack le.” 
The 
insect referred to is doubtless Hie stalk borer 
(gortyna nitela), widen Infests a great variety of 
jaunts. 
I have seen it common in w heat during 
Hie early stages of Hie worm. 
As th e worm in­ 
creases in size, if it is In a sm all p lan t it leaves it 
and bores into a larger plant. 
In Ute w heat field 
the worms leave Hie w heat and bore into some 
larger plants (weeds). 
Infested plants usually die 
befur© Hie worm leaves them : 
Therefore, by col­ 
lecting the dead plants prom ptly, the w orm s can 
be easily destroyed, and thus lilt) injury in subse­ 
quent seasons be lessened. A little care in tiffs 
way will jirevent Hie insect m ultiplying greatly 
so as to become a serious pest. 
This I believe to 
be the only practicable way of dealing w ith the 
insect. 
'Hie San Francisco M erchant says Hie Standard 
Sugar Company of A lvarado resum ed w ork on the 
beet crop about ten days ago, aud is now ready to 
deliver. 
Tile sugar tilts year is rem arkably line, 
far superior to anything hitherto m ade in Hie 
U nited States from beets, and not excelled, if 
equalled, by any beet sugar m anufactured in 
Europe. 
U nfortunately, Hie output tins year will 
Le sm all. Instead of the intended increase in tho 
acreage of beets, little m ore than half of Hie land 
planted in beets last year was so p la c e d this. The 
.arm ers had all the arrangem ents iW de for ex­ 
tending Hie ai ca, but Hie dry w eather alarm ed 
them, and. fearing a total failure, they turned 
th eir lands to other uses. 
Those who had the 
courage to plant, how ever, have a fair, average and 
profitable crop. 
M r. C harles N ordfians has m ade an estim ate of 
the principal canc and beet-sugar crops for 1883- 
84. 
T he beet crop of E urope, according to this 
ostim ate, will am ount to 2,OOO,OOO tons, of winch 
G erm any will supply 780,000 tons, France 400,- 
000 tons, A u su ia-iiungury 445,000 tons, and 
other countries the bal nice. The cane crop Is esti­ 
m ated a t 2.028,000 tons, of which C uba will sup­ 
ply 500,000 tons, Brazil 250,000 tons. Jav a. 245,- 
oOO tons, M anila, Cebu and Iloilo 200,000 tons, 
L ouisiana, 120.000 tons, and oilier countries the 
balance. Tiffs m akes a total of 4,028,000 tons for 
1883-84, against a to tal of 3,968,000 tons in 
1882-83, or an increase of only 60,000 tons. If 
these figures are correct estim ates, the production 
of su g ar is likely to fall sh o rt of Hie consum ption, 
which is steadily increasing every year. 
An experienced breeder of sheep says th a t a 
num ber of sheep in any flock w earing bells will 
keep awny dogs. He allow s ten bed sheep to every 
IOO. 
W hen sheep are alarm ed they run together 
in a com pact body, and Hie ringing or all Hie bells 
frightens the dogs. 
In G reat B ritain and Ireland 
bells are used by alm ost every ow ner of sheep. 
They are useful for keeping off dogs and loxes, 
the latter being very destructive to lam bs la places 
w here this precaution Is not taken. 
Professor S. A. Forbes, State entom ologist of 
Illinois, recently discovered that great num bers 
of the larva) of the im ported cabbage butterfly 
(P ieris 
ra p s ) w ere dying. 
“ The caterpillars 
affected first becam e p ale: finally, before death, 
an ashy green, and in the later stage of the dis­ 
ease som ew hat torpid. 
They die upon tile leaves, 
and decay with astonishing rapidity, soon being 
reduced to a blackish semi-fluid m ass, which dis­ 
solves a t a to u c h /’ By careful st udy Professor 
Forbes bas concluded th at the disease is caused 
by a species of bacteria, sim ilar to th at producing 
pebrine iii silkw orm s. 
By m eans of an extended 
correspondence he has found tliat Hie disease pre­ 
vails o v e ra la ig e portion of the country, and is 
destroying great num bers of caterpillars. 
I nave 
found Ute sam e fungus busily engaged in the good 
work about Lansing. 
Tile diseased w orm looks 
m uch like foul-brood in bees. 
► I ltave seen from trees in C onnecticut hickory 
nuts whose shells were as thin and soft as those of 
alm onds, and the m eat w..s far nicer and of a bet­ 
ter ta ste than any of the harder-shelled varieties. 
The nut was of a fiat, roundish, oblong shape of 
medium size. An orchard planted w ith such trees 
on tho roughest stony or rocky ground, would in 
tw enty years pro-nice a handsom e incom e, as the 
nuts could be sold at an ex tra price, 
it is just as 
easy to raise them as Hie ordinary pignut of Hie 
E astern States, or Hie very large, coarse one of 
Ohio aud other W estern States. Both of these last 
are of little account. 
It is too m uch trouble to 
pick the m eat from the shells after cracking, and 
when out it is of so poor a quality as to Le nearly 
w orthless. 
A nox 24x10x28 inches will contain one barrel, 
or 10,752 cubic inches. A box 16x10 inches, 8x8 
indies, will contain one bushel, or 21G0.4 cubic 
inches. A box Sx8x4.2 Indies will contain one 
gallon, or 268.8 cubic indies. A box 4 x 5 \4 .2 
inches will contain one quart, or 67.2 cable niches. 
Over a large extent of territory N ovem ber is 
one of (be m ost uncertain of m ouths; it m ay be 
the beginning of a severe w inter, or Hie end of a 
delightful autum n. 
The first object m ust be to 
secure the crops; the next to prepare the orchards 
for w inter, and lastly, 
if the w eather allows, 
to do w hatever w ork may s ive a day in spring. 
In orchards contiguous to large cities early fall 
or sum m er apples are profitable. Oue of the most 
desirable of the early sorts Is th© E arly H arvest. 
In some p arts of Hie country tile fru it of this 
variety is a p t to crow sm all and scabby. This 
can usually be avoided by thinning the iru it, and 
by grow ing an open top. Tile Early H arvest is 
one ul Hie m ost popular early apples extant. The 
men who work in Hie harvest field alw ays know 
when It Degins to ripen. Downing says th at it 
should be Included in the sm allest list. 
H ie vari­ 
ety is of A m erican origm . C'oxe, one of Hie earli­ 
est A m erican w riters on fruits, describes it under 
the nam e oi E arly F rench R elnette. 
It is now 
known as the July Pippin, Yellow H arvest, T art- 
bough, P rince’s H arvest. 
Early H arvest is a 
nam e so appropriate th a t it will Pe liable to hold. 
Straw berries delights iii a rich, cool, dam p soil, 
although oue not positively cold or unchained. 
The runners anti dead leaves from the plants 
serve (luring the sum m er as a m ulch, 
lf oue is 
particular to have these leaves and runners re­ 
moved, they can be pinched off aud left on Hie 
ground still as a mulch. 
If one has a sm all bed 
and is particular about its appearance, he may 
apply a covering of loose, light saw dust between 
the rows, or any inverted layer of sods m ay ausvvt'r 
the purpose*

THE WOMAN’S HOUR. 


Men’s Women and Men, and 
Women’s Women and Men. 


Emily Faithfully Third Visit to America— 


Her Plans and Purposes. 


Glimpses of Fashion—Adulteration in 
Silks—Various Items. 


Of all the queer things which find a place In 
ethical literature the queerest are tho comments 
Which men and women critics respectively make 
en the women and men characters of the works 
of fiction which they review. Is there a difference 
In the truthfulness of these characters as they 
are created by men and women novelists? At any 
tate the critics soundly declare that there is a 
peculiarity, a something lacking in the male char­ 
acters of even the greatest women novelists, and 
occasionally a woman critic ventures the asser­ 
tion that the female characters of some ineu nov­ 
elists are not to the life. 
For instance, the woman characters of Mr. 
Howells. They are very lovable and charming in 
many respects and delightfully unreasonable— 
th at is, delightful to read about in books. In real 
life these charmingly unreasonable creatures are 
the most disagreeable people it is possible to find. 
Almost without exception women critics protest 
against these characters and declare them un­ 
truthful and absurd. In private conversation one 
can scarcely find a woman wnose soul Is not 
stirred 
with 
a 
vindictive 
feeling 
against 
Mr. Howells, because of his ’‘detestable women 
characters.” 
They will earnestly declare that 
Helen and Marcia and would-be-Dr. Grace are a 
tract sty and a libel on the sex, and that Mr. 
Howells knows nothing 
w hatever 
about the 
feminine half of the world. 
But men usually think those characters most 
delightful and charming aud truthful. They con­ 
fider it Mr. Howells’ iiiiest quality that he is able 
to portray the ieminme sex with such skill and 
art and truth, in the current Atlantic the editor, 
In his critical review of Mr. Howells’ and Mr. 
H arte’s latest works, says: 
"It Is the women of a novel which determine 
Its truthfulness. 
The very subtlety of tho sex 
m akes any delineation a test of the writer’s truth­ 
fulness in art; for while a writer who is a law to 
himself will make this subtlety an excuse for 
drawing characters which transgress all known 
laws, an artist will employ the same subtlety to 
tiring Into distincter light the obedience to law 
Which underlies subtlety.” 
Therein spoke the masculine voice. Why should 
•‘the women of a novel” be its final test except 
with the sex which has been hopelessly trying to 
make out the puzzle of womaudoiu ever since the 
beginning ot time? And yet, there is some truth 
In the statement, for if the novel Is written by a 
man and he succeeds in portraying with skill and 
truth both his men and women characters, it Is 
final proof that he possesses the insight of genius 
whose piercing ray finds no bar or Unlit lu age OI­ 
BCX or race or station. 
But it is only the greatest 
kings of fiction who have possessed tills power. 
And then reverse the sex of the writer, aud the 
case is reversed. For women are to men a puzzle 
which they cannot make out, they always have 
been and they always will he; and men are to 
women a 
puzzle 
which they 
cannot under­ 
stand, 
they 
always 
have 
beeu 
and 
they 
always will be. 
The lines of Individuality 
arc Che first divisions, and these pass up and 
down among the members of the human race, por­ 
tioning out qualities, characteristics, endowments, 
almost regardless ot sex. But, back of all tiffs— 
too far back for lines of individuality to pone- 
ti ate, too far back to be seen and understood by 
any but the eye of transcendent genius—is the 
Inexorable, eternal division of sex, each forever a 
sealed book to the other. 
And that is why the characters of men and 
women novelists create so much discussion and 
bo much distracting difference of opinion, and 
why the critics say such queer things about the 
meii and women characters of novels. It is the 
struggle of poor, limited human nature to get 
over its bars, to see through the doors that are 
closed in its face, to understand that which is 
beyond its comprehension.

D e r Third V isit to A m erica—H er P lans and 
Object iii Coniine. 
Miss Emily Faithful!, whose warm reception in 
this 
country 
some 
years 
ago, 
and 
whose 
second visit and 
lecturing tour 
last winter 
were m atters of public Importance, is again in tiffs 
country aud in an interview in the New York 
Tribune gave the following outline of lier plans 
and purposes, which will be of much interest to 
all who know' the power for good that lies rn this 
gifted woman’s energy and earnestness: 
“ I came to America this tune,” Miss Faithfull 
Bald, “for two purposes; I will deliver lectures in 
different parts ot the country, and I wish also to 
do a good deal of work for the Woman’s Emigra­ 
tion Society, of England, of which tile Princess 
lo u ise is the jgitrou, and in which tho Vicountess 
Btrangford abd Mrs. Ii. L. Blanchard are active 
workers. Tile object of tiffs society Is to promote 
the emigration of women and families, and to help 
them iii finding employment. I am going through 
the West to Colorado and California, and will 
Investigate carefully the different employments 
which are open lo women. I will pay particular 
attention to artistic employments and work In art 
decoration. I wish to seo for my own self practi­ 
cally what can be done in the way of finding work 
in which women may support themselves, aud I 
wish to do It thoroughly, as this will probably be 
my last visit to America—itbe voyage across the 
A tlantic Is so trying to me. There are immense 
numbers of educated women in England who want 
a freer scope for their energies and abilities 
than they can find there, ana I wish to help 
them, I find that the employments which women 
can enter iii Hie Eastern States are pretty well 
filled up, but I hope to find plenty of work for 
them in the West. I have received nu in tiers of 
letters from educated women iii the East here 
ainee my arrival asking for advice about finding 
Work to do.” 
Of her lecture on “Modern Shams ana Ex­ 
travagances,” Miss Faithfull said: “ I will speak 
mainly about the shams of society; about tins 
striving to keep up appearances by people who 
cannot afford it. 
I 
wish to 
poiut out the 
danger 
arid 
difficulty 
aud 
wrong of 
such 
extravagance, 
and 
to 
show 
what 
ruin 
and sorrow It 
leads to. I have chosen this 
subject, because I think it is a subject of the ut­ 
most importance now, and because I wish to do 
whatever I eau to combat the growing evils of ex­ 
travagance and sham. Formerly other pernicious 
aspirations prevailed, but now the multi things 
that people 
9eein 
to think 
of 
are 
getting 
amt spending money. 
I do not wish to say any­ 
thing against large expenditure in Itself, for lib­ 
eral and judicious expenditure of money is most 
decidedly useful and necessary in promoting art 
and industry. But I wish to speak against the 
ostentatious and extravagant display of wealth, 
which is in itself vulgar aint degrading, and leads 
only to shams, to ruin and to misery.,r 
When asked lf she thought that her lecture is 
more needed in America than in England, she re­ 
plied : 
“ Most emphatically, no! The evils of sham and 
extravagance wrere quite as great In England as 
they can be here. I think there is need of reform 
In this direction in nearly every country at the 
present time. But I have noticed in your daily 
newspapers every day since my arrival some new 
Instance of the havoc which these evils are waking 
In American social life.” 


GLIM PSES OF FASHION. 


Coming 
Furs—Something 
About 
Silks— 
Various Items. 
Brown furs are (ast coming into favor again, 
says H arper’s, and ladies who have taken care 
of their sables and mink furs are now rewarded. 
The 
novelty 
in 
these is the use made 
of 
tho 
tails of 
the 
auiraal, 
which 
are now 
not in set stripes, but arn made 
to liaug 
separately like a fringe, two 
inches below 
the belt, on fine borders, on collars and collarettes, 
arid also on the eutire lining of cloaks. These tail 
trimmings are very effective when made of 
dark brown mink, and ate pretty in the new small 
round collarettes. Russian and American sables 
are made up iii the simplest manner—in coll,irs, 
capes and muffs—as their rich fleece and fine 
coloring are tneir great beauty, and need uo or­ 
nament. Natural beaver shading from light to 
dark brown Is also a handsome brown trimming, 
and is very popular with young ladies for calles, 
caps and muffs; it is a favorite border for black 
and colored velvets, and also for cloth suits. 
This fur is also greatly diversified by having all 
Hie stiff hairs plucked out of It, leaving a downy 
rich fleece, or by being “half plucked.” or else 
three-quarters plucked; It is also colored a very 
dark brown that is nearly black. 
Chinchilla 
Is still a favorite gray fur, and is found in the 
two different kinds, of which Ariea is the finest, 
though the Bolivia chinchilla is also very pretty. 
The curled stray Krimmer is fashionable agaiu, 
aud Is much used for trimming the new gray gar­ 
ments ol cloth or velvet, and on black velvet as 
well. Silver-fox fur is less used than formerly, as 
It is very perishable. The natural gray raccoon 
bordels are pretty, and not expensive. Gray lynx 
is a very dressy fur of blue gray shades that 
match Ute stylish gray fabrics of this season, and 
Is especially liked by young ladles for small muffs. 
Fur trimmings are put on in various ways; for 
Instance, a velvet skirt or cloak may have a very 
wide fur border around the foot as its only gar­ 
niture, while doth skirts have three or tour nar­ 
rower rows of Astrachan across the front and 
Bide breadths, ana a wider row around the whole 
skirt. French dresses have the wide brown fur 
border to meet iu front and extend up the mid­ 
dle of the front breadth in two rows. Seal-skin 
is used as a binding on colored velvet polonaises, 
and is such a costly trimming that it Is sold by the 
Inch. Only long, loose cloaks are trimmed across 
the foot: the slender long-fitted garments have 
merely lengthwise trimmings la front and back. 
Vue ouJb ate again in favor tor wold*, and there 


are velvet and cloth dresses that have the sleeves i 
and neck edged with lur, coming from the inside | 
just as a lace trill might do. Plastrons of lur 
pointed low on the bust are on P a r i s cloth dresses. 
The long chasuble with square collar In the back 
and a long scarf front with a muff attached to it 
is again used, and is arranged so that it can be put 
oil ami on more conveniently than when it was 
iulroduct ti last year. Tile tiny collarette is one of 
the nev.es land most stylish ot the small pieces of 
fur, and may he worn with any garment that has 
not a fur collar, as It lits prettily over a cloth col- 
lur, and has short squint* labs In front. Toe long i 
slender eciuirpev that remind one of the becoming 
boa are also very stylish. 


How S ilk s A rs A do .c r a te d . 
In these latter days of manufacture, says an ex­ 
change, when fabrics have reached a luxuriance 
that too often 
holders 
on decay, a distrust 
has arisen of silk goods, which Is not without 
foundation. Adulterations are rife lu all species 
of dry goods, and have reached such a point in 
black 
ilks that, honorable merchants refuse to 
warrant the goods sold across their counters. 
This state of manufacture has been brought about 
by the demand for cheap, showy goods. 
Manufacturers are driven to their last resources 
to produce fabrics which will make tho most pos­ 
sible show at Hie lowest possible price. Tiffs d e­ 
mand for cheap fabrics has te n d ed to deteriorate 
values iii all silk goods. The costliest silk s ase as 
much affected by certain kinds of adulteration 
as tho cheaper grades. A lady who buys an 
expensive silk wishes it stiff 
and 
lustrous 
enough to show 
“the diflt renee” iii value. 
A higher lustre aud heavier goods are demanded 
bv fashion Hum it is possible to make of pure silk. 
Hence large quantities of metallic dyes arc used 
to give the desired weight and lustre to the goods. 
Tiffs weighing is done always in the yarn, before 
.the silk is woven. The popularity of soft siik> has 
opened a new avenue for the cunning of the work­ 
men. 'I he weighted silk Is carefully soflcued by 
the use. of oils aud lieut. 
Weighting of -ilk yarn Is only carried on to any 
considerable extent iu the manufacture of black 
silks, which comprise more than half tho silk 
goods sold. Colored silk yarn only gains 
it' 
weight from two to four ounces to the pound after 
dyeing, one-tenth of this acquired weight being 
again lost iii the calendering, while ordinary black 
silk yarn which is woven into dress goods gains 
from 
four 
to 
sixteen 
ounces 
in 
weight 
alter its bath in 
dye, or is 
often 
one-half 
dye ami one-half silk. 
In ti e manufacture 
of those cheap blaok silk fringes, which pull 
apart 
so 
mysteriously, 
and Iii 
the poorer 
grades of ribbons and other trimmings, the 
highest adulteration Is reached, aud we nave 
goods which are two-thirds dye and one-tlnrd 
silk, no less 
than thirty-two 
ounces 
being 
added to each pound of silk by tho proc­ 
ess 
of 
dying. 
After 
dying, 
black 
situ, 
like colored 
silk, is calendered, 
and 
loses 
the trifle of 
one-tenth its acquired weight. 
Calendering 
Is 
effected 
by 
passing 
the 
yarn over heated cylinders of steel, which render 
it soft and pliable. The dyer, if he be unscrupu­ 
lous, now resorts to the injurious practice of dip­ 
ping his fingers iii oil and softening harsh por­ 
tions of the yarn, or makes use of saponaceous 
substances, which alo tho cause of that unwel­ 
come gloss ami greasy appearance seen soon 
alter wear in sonic of the most costly silks as well 
as in cheaper goods. 
There are many tests of weighted silks. Tho 
hest, probably, consists in boiling a sample Iii 
w ater half an hour. If it retain its substance 
after Ibis process it is not overweighted with dye. 
The excess of dye til cheap fringes aud trimmings 
may lie readily determined by soaking a piece in 
warm water and squeezing It in the handkerchief. 
A common but unsatisfactory method of testing 
silks .Is to burn a portion of the ravellings. 
If the 
goods be pure silk they will burn into a fine char­ 
coal, bu: lf weighted will smoulder into a grease 
ash. This testis not delicate enough to detect 
any except heavily adulterated silk. 


R u ffles an d F rin g es an d S u ch S m all Deer. 
Applied embroideries are more fashionable on 
thin fabrics than the old-fashioned body embroi­ 
deries of silk thread. 
Woollen textures generally,of a rough and hairy 
nature, are being worn as out-door costumes. 
Velvet Is used for everything lu ra ils —dresses, 
cloaks, bonnets, and even the trimmings of these 
bonnets. 
Sealskin jackets in the jersey style, but quite 
short and untrimmed, arc more popular with young 
ladies than the long sealskin sacqne of former 
years. 
Bound hats with both square and conical crowns, 
and both rolled and straight brims, are used by 
young and middle-aged ladles for street and visit­ 
ing wear. 
Now dessert dishes take tho form of curled 
leaves with fruit attached to tho handle or limier 
the turned edge for decoration. Blums, peaches, 
green figs aud other fruit are made to look very 
natural, aud show great refinement in manipula­ 
tion. 
Madame Modjeska says that a homely woman 
who knows how to dress is far more attractive 
than a pretty one lu slovenly attire or dressed 
iii unsuitable, ill-fitting garments. 
For a becom­ 
ing hat, a quiet 
suit. 
made well and accu­ 
rately fitted to the figure, will do marvels in 
the way of sheltering physical defects. Ana for 
a woman of native delicacy of mind It is sheer 
madness to neglect her dress, which becomes a 
kind of personal glossary. Costly, the majority 
of women cannot dress, nor Is extravagance at all 
necessary to make favorable Impressions, blit 
gaudy, sensational patterns may be avoided, 
tawdry decoration ignored, aud a correct tit and 
appropriate design attained. 
An old fact has new demonstration. By saturat­ 
ing the soil with harmless dyes the colors of flowers 
may he changed. A late experiment has shown, 
as a result, a white lily tinted blue and pink. in 
the 
maimer referred to. 
Certain 
flowering 
plants will absorb dyes 
OI 
various 
colors 
without 
injury 
to 
their 
growth. 
W ith 
a rare plant it may not be safe to experiment 
with an unknown dye. 
When the color has been 
changed there Is no change in the odor of a 
flower, and plants 
entire—flowers, stalk 
and 
leaves—may be given odors by certaiu treat mein 
of the soil. 
The choice of foot wear depends on the toilet 
with which it is to be used. 
Slippers remain 
low in the vamp and as high of heel as tho 
wearer can gracefully mount, and are, when in­ 
tended to complete an outfit, elaborated with 
metallic beads. 
Where tho instep Is not rem ark­ 
ably attractive, a handsome bow' of stiff satin 
ribbon is piqued on the stocking over Hie arch 
of tho foot. 
For street and ordinary 
use, 
foxed 
button 
boots 
are 
worn. 
Tim 
toe 
Is boxed, and lf the fit be snug over the ankle and 
instep, the foot gets a slender, delicate appear­ 
ance. No lace boots are carried by fashionable 
shoe dealers. It would take a column of space to 
even mention the dainty hosiery now on the 
market. The beauty lies in Hie material and 
delicate combination of colors, but heavy decora­ 
tions are not shown. Anything is fashionable In 
a solid color, put white Is sold only for bridal 
parties. 
It is useless to hope, according to the London 
Times.that the present generation of society women 
will tear off their corsets aud exhibit themselves 
to a wondering world; our hope lies in the iuture. 
While Lady llaiberton has been crying in tho 
wilderness the leadiug female lawn tenuis players 
have devised for themselves a dress—pretty, 
femimue, graceful and 
healthy. 
Those who 
have watched 
the free and graceful 
move­ 
ments of young English girls on the 
tennis 
ground may hope that the time may come when 
the best of them will no longer, like Meredith’s 
delightful little 
Caroia Graud»ou, sigh, “ I ’m 
afraid I’m a g irl; i used to keep hoping I wasu’t” : 
but will be content with their own happier lot iii 
an age when boating, swimming and tennis will 
have so beautified and developed their figures as 
to enable them to laugh at aud discard the aid of 
Messrs. Worth & Co.’’ To quote once more from 
Meredith: “The subsequent Immense distinction 
between bovs and girls is less one of sex than edu­ 
cation.

window box is often 
made of

stable manure, well mixed through it, " iii answi r 
tor almost any plant grown.

quantities of soil. and ii is usually the be-1 pi.m to 
get what soil Is wanted, either for window “oxes 
or Hie polling ol plants, from the nearest florist. 
Vt lien the window flux is placed at a great 
height from the street it is essential ilia! it bl­ 
uffed with such plants aa an brilliant iii coloring, 
and of a drooping habit. 
Ail excellent combina­ 
tion is made oy pluming the first or inlier row of 
scarlet geraniums, the middle row of tho Golden 
Feather I huff, while the outer or drooping lim 
should be of Lobelia Groeilis, which isis flowers 
of rich blue, drooping w hen well grown from one 
and oue-uali to two lect. Another siyie is to maut 
Hic inside line with p.ilk gt ratffums, Hie middle 
line of Hie rainbow t (ant, as it is sometimes called 
(Alternauthcra major.', Hie leaves of Which are 
tinted yellow, vioht, crimson, orange, d c., and 
ti c drooping or oater line of scarlet iroj annulus. 
Sometimes a mixed variety is preteritd, which 
may be made of heliotropes, lemon Verbenas, 
fuchsias, or such plants as taste dictates, having 
the liner kinds of va rhcnas or petunias to droop. 
Tile plants should be set five or six indies apart. 
Window boxes are often used to grow annual 
plants only, Loin seed, such as iiffguondte, sweet 
alyssum, asters, portulacca, diiiiiimoiid, phlox, 
ole. These had better be sewn separately, and 
not mixed up iii the same box; one lino sown 
iii Hic centre of the box Is sufficient. 
Alter 
having the box filled with proper soil, draw a fur­ 
row bi it about hail an inch deep; iii that sow 
the seed—Hic ordinary-sized packet Is enough— 
cover tile soil carefully m et it, and then press the 
soil so as to niouniatcly firm tho seed. N\ lieu dry, 
water gently wan a flue rose wat -ring pot. 
lf the 
seeds arc sown iii the window box inside Hic 
house, it may he done any tune iii April; hut if 
not as soon wanted, the boxes arc placed outside, 
then the sow ing sliotilu be deferred lo May. 
After the si etllings or plants have grown so as 
to he well established in the boxes, they should be 
copiously watered once every oilier day; if the 
weather Is dry, and if the boxes arc exposed to 
the full glare of the noonday sun, no light sprink­ 
ling will answer; the water must be poured on 
until It runs oui at Hie bottom of tin* box. 
If, 
however, they arc partly shaded, or ii Hic weather 
Is cloudy or wi t, judgment, of course, must be 
used in Hic m atter of watering. The rule with all 
plants in pots or boxes is never to water until the 
soil is dry, and then water thorough y. Tiffs dry­ 
ness eau be determined by Hie soil getting lighter 
iii color, or by examination by stirring it up with 
the fingers. 
Hanging baskets may bo formed of similar ma­ 
terials to window boxes, although Hie usual kind 
are such as are termed of rustic work and wire— 
these last are rather the best suited tor Hie health 
of the plants, for, as in window boxes so made, 
they allow full opportunity for the free passage of 
water from the soil, and for Hie admission of air 
to the roots, As hanging baskets are exposed on 
all sides to tim air. they w ill require more atten­ 
tion iii watering than w indow boxes. Tile sim­ 
plest and most effective way, after the plants have 
been well established, Is, when dry, to immerse 
Hie whole basket in a tub of witter. Tiffs is par­ 
ticularly essential lf tho 
basket 
Is made of 
wire or any such material. 
Bustic baskets. 
of course, do 
not drain 
off so 
freely, ana 
Immersing them in water Is not bo essential, so 
that the rule for watering window boxes may be 
adapted lo them. The plants suitable for hanging 
baskets may be similar to that used for window 
boxes, except that It conduces much to the appear­ 
ance of the baskets to have Borne graceful plant 
to be placed iii the centre of each for that purpose. 
Nothing is bettor Hum some of the palms or bru­ 
cellas. Of palms, Latanla borbonicu, or Corypha 
Australis, are excellent; and of brucellas, I), ter- 
minalis, with its crimson leaves, or D. Indivisa, 
with Us drooping green, fouutaiu-like foliage, are 
all good types, though there are scores of others. 
ll Hie basket has handles, some climbing plant, 
such as ivy or climbing fern, etc., may be trained 
on them, while the plants used tor drooping over 
the sides may be such as advised for whitlow 
boxes. 
If baskets or vases are in very exposed situa­ 
tions, such as cemeteries, where water cannot be 
easily given, it Is best louse succulent plants, such 
as Eeheveriifs and Sempervivums (Houst'leek) for 
the centres of the vases or baskets, aud for tho 
pendant plants, some of the beautiful forms of Hie 
Sedum or stonc-crop family. All of these plants 
thrive with comparative little moisture when once 
established iii the soil, and present a good appear­ 
ance, even if watered copiously once a week in 
driest w e a t h e r . _____ 


P lan ts in R oom s. 
Although plants can now be purchased almost 
everywhere at very low rates, it is always a satis­ 
faction to the housewife w ho Is a lover of plants 
to know that Hie plant that she now admires and 
cares for was ber own creation; that she herself 
raised It from a slip or a seed. 
But whether the plants have been raised at 
home or purchased from the florist, it is all-impor­ 
tant they bo Iii vigorous health to Blart with, or 
success is not likely to ensue: for once a plant 
gets unhealthy it is a loss of labor to attem pt to 
get it again in health. It is belter to throw it 
away and start again vvitn healthy slips, seeds or 
plants, lf tho young plants have not been raised 
at homo by slips or seeds, It is always better to 
purchase young, healthy plants, than large plants 
that have been forced into flower, although we 
well know, that with the great majority of plant 
cultivators this advice will be thrown away, as five 
people out of six buy only plants iii flower; It is 
really far better for the purchaser to be guided by 
catalogue descriptions than to buy plants that have 
been forced into flower at a high temperature. 
Supposing, then,that the plant has been purchased 
from Hic florist, which has been growing in a pot 
three indies deep and wide, it is usually iii a con­ 
dition to require a larger pot, which will be known 
by observing that the roots mat the outside of Hie 
ball of earth; such a plant, whether it is a rose, 
geranium, fuchsia, or any other similar free- 
growlug 
plant, will require a pot one or two 
inches 
wider 
than 
what 
it 
has 
been 
grown 
in. 
It 
Is 
usually 
the 
safest 
plan 
to shift It into only one size larger, but if two sizes 
are used, thou at least an Inch of “drainage” 
should be placed in Hie bottom of the pot, sn that 
Hie water can pass freely from the greater mass of 
soil. 
Tiffs drainage may consist of charcoal, 
brokeu pots, oyster shells or anything convenient 
suitable for the purpose. 
If the plant has been 
only placed Iii a pot one inch larger than It has 
been growing in. then there Is no need for drain­ 
age. We ourselves never use drainage in our 
flower pots, unless for some reason we are obliged 
to give them an extra large pot, when the drain­ 
age is used to counteract tile evil effects of using 
a too large pot. The Indication that a plant needs 
repotting into a size larger pot Is known by 
knocking it out of the pot (by giving a smart 
rail oil Hie edge of a board, just as is done in tak­ 
ing a form of jelly out or a mould), if the roots 
have become matted on the outer surface of Hie 
ball of earth, then it Is In acondition to require a 
larger sized pot. For Hie soil to use in potting, 
that recommended for window boxes w ill answer 
equally well for plants in pots. 
We are often 
asked if saucers should be used to stand pots In. 
As to keeping the place clean where the plants 
stand, it 'is a necessity, but the saucers should 
never be filled with waler, unless when sub- 
aquatic plants are grown, such as agapanthus, 
callas, hyacinths, tradeseantias, or other plants 
of similar character. The best temperature for 
parlor plants is about fib3 at night, winch may be 
Increased to JCP or loo higher during the day. 
The best aspect tor plants grown in rooms Is 
east or southeast, south 
or southwest, never 
north. 
H is necessary once in eight or ten days 
to turn tho plants so that each side gets au equal 
share of light, else Hie plains will get lop-sided. 
lf plants drop their leaves, or the leaves become 
yellow, It is usually one of two causes, either that 
the soil is too wet or too dry; cither condition will 
destroy Hie small rootlets, which is indicated by 
the condition of the leaves. Tlieie is usually more 
lujuiy done 
from the 
plants 
being too wet 
than toe dry. There are only three Insects 
that are really troublesome to parlor plants, 
the aphis (or green fly), the red spider and mealy 
bug. 
The first is easily destroyed by tobacco 
In any form, either as a liquid, dust or by smoke. 
The most convenient way to use it for house plains 
is to first wet the leaves, then dust snuff or tobacco 
dust over them. The red spider insect is uol quite 
so easy to m anage; it never appears unless the air 
is hot and drv, when it attacks the lower side of 
the leaves. The best remedy is to wash the leaves 
off with a. sponge, or, if the plauts are very large, 
lay the plants on their side aud strike the leaves 
forcibly with water from a syringe or hose. The 
mealy one insect looks like Utile b tu of cation. 


and is usua.lv found at the axils ol the leaves.ltr 
is best removed I y a strong hair pencil, 
afto 
which swinge or stooge the plant. 
All these instructions re fe r to plants that are 
grown in rooms irom O cto b er until May, After 
that . ate, if circumstances permit, the plants 
should be shined into .rood-slz.ed pols and placed 
in Hic open garden, sinking the pot iii Hie earth to 
the rim, care being tak. ii to pinch out the leading 
shoots of the plants,.sd as to make them form into 
good snape. 
it .fie pots arc sunk iii tho ground 
Iii this w ay, eare must fie taken to have them 
turned mound every two o r three weeks, else tho 
roots will gel through tho hole In tile bottom of 
.the not, which would have to bo broken off, 
w iden would seriously injure them, Pm Laos the 
best way 
is 
to stop up the hole entirety 
so 
that 
the 
roots 
cannot 
get 
through. 
A cork is best tor this purpose, as It must be taken 
out again it the plants arc again used as house 
plants. M tty plants, such as geraniums, helio* 
trot cs, abutilons, all the coleuses, ageratums and 
similar strong-giowing plant*, usually get too 
large for house plants the second year. and it Is 
I cti. r w ith ail such to use young sites, or procure 
young plants ot them Iii the fall; while such 
plains as ca ma ll. ai s. roses, azaleas, camellias, 
jessamines, etc., arc better when oilier if they 
have been properly cared for.—[I’, tor Henderson.

Christmas cards of dried leaves and flowers can 
be made very interesting, and at the same time a 
source of much pleasure, during the fall and 
winter months. The materials should be gathered 
and prepared dining the whole season; as you 
find specimens adapted to your use, dry them pre­ 
paratory to Uie time you require them. Care must 
fie taken to not overdry, because if you do they 
ore more difficult to arrange aud fasten firmly. 
but, ll they should be too dry, putting them In a 
damp place will make them pliable again. Fern 
fronds I have found the most useful. I shall tic* 
scribe my mode of procedure; but, having at my 
command a large aud tine collection of ferns, It 
gives mo a considerable advantage over those 
that nre more dependent on what they can 
collect from tho fields and woods, yet many 
line, tiny specimens eau fie found there. 
The 
coarser plants arc of no use In my (fixsigns, unless 
they can fie divided up into small sections, and 
show what they ar.* without giving a Helm mod 
appearance, 
iii gathering, alway." have a large 
hook with you. place Hum smouldy Iii it until 
yon reach home; from this transfer them to sl eets 
ot blotting-fiapei, spread Hmm out cureiuliy so 
that they will not touch each other, mid cover 
with another stied of tho fill tttng-Papcr. Great 
Care must be used In pressing, for it too heavy a 
pressure is put ou them at first, they will I misc 
and be unlit tor use. 
In gathering always clit os. 
Hie older and mote mature portions, as they "ill 
remain poi feet iu their colors tin* longest; never 
take young, soft portions ii you can avoid it, and 
let your pressure be light at first, and Increase as 
your specimens become dry, changing their posi­ 
tion every few days, but fie careful not to leave 
them long exposed when you are doing so. 
In 
drying (lowers a light pressure at first is especially 
necessary, Just enough to keep them Hat aud let 
the action pi Hie air do the rest. 
[suppose that ti c words you want to use arc, “ A 
Merry X-mas,” “ A” will stand as your first lint*. 
aud eau easily fie made with the joints of two 
tapering fern fronds, the points standing together, 
a piece put for tho cross-.inc. Next is "M erry,'' 
another lino; must bo made of small materials, 
such as (ferns) Glelobenias. arc well adapted, as 
they ii..vc narrow, straight trends, and can fie cut 
to Uie length required; “ X-inas” I make a third 
line; I vary the malarial for tiffs, the crews being 
of the Points of golden fern, lour points touching 
each other, powdorwu side up—the sliver wall do as 
welL For a toured line the word “ To;” then a 
name, lf you choose, on the fifth hue. A very line 
plant lo use for tins is the I.eiicophyton Drownff, 
as boing, you may say. without leaves, and its 
natural dryness such that it can bo used almost 
without drying. 
I take a piece of finished cardboard cut to the 
size of tho frame I want to use, so that it will fit 
iuto It when completed; divide my spaces aud 
mark the letters with a pencil as lightly as pos­ 
sible for my guidance wbeu putting them on. Hav­ 
ing some nice paste or white glue, and with a lino 
hair-brush put on one letter at a time, fitting hi 
with a rouud-poiuied, sharp knife.

When aff are fastened lay some smooth piece of 
board or a pane of glass over it, so that it will not 
stlek, aud give a good jiress for some time. AV lien 
dry I take it out and run around my U tters, elud­ 
ing them, as It were, with water color; this ren­ 
ders Hit* card much more effective. 
Iii filling up 
Uio margins dried flowers, sugli as pansies, bo- 
vardias, etc., eau be used.—[Floral Cabinet. 


Bon-Bon Baskets* 
A pretty idea for bon-bon baskets is to gild tho 
little fancy wicker baskets, which arc found in 
various shapes. Those having the sides almost or 
quite straight are most convenient for ti c pur­ 
pose, some with covers, some without, The lti- 
tarlor and exterior are both tube gilded, and when 
the gilt is dry trim with gay satin rip bon how-.. 
They are exceedingly pretty when filled with 
French candies, aud prove themselves ti? cliff 
articles long after the sweet contents have disap­ 
peared, 
News-racks are serviceable articles, and for 
them bamboo frames can be purchased which. 
when tastefully trimmed with embroidered jffu-h 
and ribbon 
bows, are very 
handsome. 
The 
frame, however, can bo constructed of slim 
canes 
of 
light-colored 
wood, 
which 
will 
answer the purpose us welL 
Four canes w ill bo 
required, cutting off a short piece at either end, 
as the handle and ferrule would disfigure it. A 
square rustic-looking frame Is then made by plac­ 
ing the canes in lids shale, allowing the en Is at 
each coi ner to cross caon other and project about 
two Inches. Mark where each crossing Is, ami 
with a flue gimlet or awl bore a small hole through 
each cane. The corners are then joined by tun­ 
ning through the holes a pliable wire, which can 
be drawn through and wrapped twice or three 
times round the corner, then twisting the ends 
together, thus holding It securely In tho form 
desired, It is now ready for decorating, and for 
tiffs there are many materials which can be used, 
although 
plush or 
velvet 
are 
richest 
for 
the purpose, Cut a stiff piece of pasteboard Hie 
exact size of the frame, and cover smoothly with 
plush, blue, crimson, olive, green, or, in fact. any 
shade which Is most pleasing. The hack should 
be covered with silk or silieia Hie same color. Turn 
the edges in and neatly hem it to the plush which 
turns over on tho back of the pasteboard. Fatten 
this securely at each corner of the frame, and, 
although the stitches will show, it is of no conse­ 
quence, as the bows of satin ribbon which are used 
for trimming the corners w ill hide the Joining. 
Another piece of pasteboard should now bu cut 
the same width of the first, aud about two-thirds 
as high. This is also covered Iii the same manner 
with plush 
which 
has previously been em­ 
broidered or painted with sumo pretty design. 
Lino It us described for Hie back, but it Is better 
to use for the lining Hie same material with 
wbicii Hie face Is covered, ai It Is ant to show. 
This is joined to the back by straps aud bows of 
satin ribbon. Place the piece close to the lower 
edge of Hie plush which is already in Hie frames, 
mid sew through both places across the bottom 
with sew ing silk to match the material. Bows of 
satin ribbon are placed at each coi ner of the bot­ 
tom. At either side of the top straps of ribbon 
about three Inches long are sewed to the pocket, 
then to either side of tin? back, and in this way 
the pocket is allowed to fall open. Another strap 
extending from Hie trout to the back, and placed 
liaif-way down Hie side, will be required to keep 
the papers from falling through, 
T rim cadi Join­ 
ing with bows of ribbon. It may have a loop of 
ribbon with bow and ends to hang it ag dust tilt*, 
wall, or a small gilt screw ring eau be screwed 
Into the cane if preferred. 


H an d kerch ief C a ses. 
Dainty handkerchief cases are made of a square 
of white satin lined with quilted white satiu, the 
edges neatly bliud'-stttched together; but, before 
Joining, thickly sprinkle over the cotton on the 
under side of the quilted satin some sachet powder, 
aud over this a thin layer of cotton. 
Trim Hie 
edge of the outside, which is plain satin, all round 
with box-plaited white satin ribbon, or. if color is 
used, ribbon to match. 
Fold each coiner to meet 
iii the middle, envelope fashion, and on the point 
of each sew a piece of ribbon of sufficient leo gill to 
tie, thus preventing the handkerchiefs from tailing 
out. A dainty little painting in water color of vio­ 
lets or carnations adds greatly to Us beauty. The 
mate) inis required are half a yard of plain satin, 
the same quantity of quilted satin, six yards of 
satin ribbon an inch wide, a few cents’ worth of 
sachet powder, aud a spool of Sewing silk match­ 
ing the satiu.________ _____ 


C ou rt P la ste r Cases* 
Court plaster cases are useful little things, and 
can bo made of two pieces of Bristol board three 
Inches long and two and a half inches w ide. Cut 
two leaves of stiff unruled U tter paper the exact 
size of the pieces of Bristol board; make three 
rows of silts across each page, anil lour rows 
down; iii and out of these weave in basket work al­ 
ternate rows of narrow strips cf black anil white 
court plaster; through tho backs of Hie leaves and 
cover, half un inch from the top and bottom, cut 
a silt lengthwise, but let them bo only w ide enough 
for a narrow ribbon to pass through, to bind the 
leaves and covers together; the ribbons should fie 
long enough to tie iu bows; on one cover may be 
painted, or drawn with pen aud Ink, the words: 
May von never, never fed 
A wound too deep for mu to heal. 
and on the other a cluster of pansies or hearts­ 
ease.

A Clove C ase. 
A pretty glove case is also made lu similar style. 
For tiffs the full width of Hie satin will be re­ 
quired, but instead of doubling the corners to the 
middle, the piece should be folded as a letter, in 
three lolds or layers. Satin half a yard wide w ill 
answer for tiffs purpose, and half a yard In 
length will fie required. 
Tills also should fie 
lined with quilted satin, and the sachet powder 
sprinkled between the liiitng and cover, as de­ 
scribed for the handkerchief case. 
Trim Hie 
edges of the plain satin with box-plaited satin 
ribbon an inch wide, and fold as directed.

For the latter the cotton on the 
underside of the quilted piece would require to 
be covered w ith plain satin, otherw ise it would 
show through the open work of tho basket.

“Tho sale of foreign carpets lias fallen off 
greatly during the past fifteen years,” rem arked a 
Washington street dealer to a Glodk reporter 
yesterday morning, “ while,” he continued, “the 
manufacture aud sate of native fabrics lias cor­ 
respondingly Increased.” 
“How do you account for the change?” queried 
the reporter. 
“Chiefly to the excellent quality or the goods 
now made in this country. Twenty years ago 
Amel lean carpets wore rather poor iii quality, 
owing to the limited manufacturing facilities we 
then possessed. Tiffs was the reason for the great 
demand which then, and for some years subse­ 
quently, existed for tim foreign-innde carpets, 
since then, however, our American manufacturers 
have made great progress, and they produ e today 
a line ol goods Which Is not only fully equal to the 
Imported article, hut iii many respects superior.” 
••What proportion of the carpels now sold in 
this country are of native inanuiacture?” 
Fuliv eigiitcen-l'venticihs,” was the reply. “ In 
fact, the demand for the foreign article has be­ 
come so limited that Hic greater portion of our 
dealers keep only domestic gooffs In stock. 
We 
ourselves, although one of the heaviest dealers iii 
tins city. keep no tot dun carpets on hand, aud 
have no demand for them.” 
“ Where are Hie principal carpet manufactories 
located in the United States?” 
“ Well, Filii idclphia is generally considered the 
centre of the business, ami there arc a great many 
establishments there. Lowell aud Hartford are 
also famed for the carpets they produce, and 
many extensive manufactories are found in tho 
West and south. 
Our own factories are In Philadelphia, where we 
em piny 'JUDO hands and turn em over *3,000,000 
worth of goods per annum. We consume millions of 
pounds of wool annually, and m anufacture ail 
grades 
of 
goods 
from the finest iiioquettes 
aud Wiltons 
down 
to 
Hie 
commonest in­ 
grains. 
Au 
important 
point 
in 
the 
pro­ 
duction 
of 
carpets 
is 
the 
securing 
of satisfactory designs. The public taste in this 
respect differs not only from season to eta soil but 
alloo:,I from mouth lo month, so that new designs 
are constantly required. Bu ds aud foliage iu car­ 
pets have become things of the past, and now every 
pattern partakes of squares, angles or diagonal 
lines. A few months hence some radical change 
w ill have been introduced aud the present patterns 
will be relegated to the rear,” 
“ Good designers must be an important factor, 
then, iii the m anufacture of lino carpets?” 
“ Decidedly. And the demand generally exceeds 
Hie supply. 
Tlieie are designers who receive 
salaries as high us So OOO a year, though that, I 
believe, Is Hie maximum. 
The greater portion of 
ihein, however, do not receive more than 82fi per 
week, while some are paid us low as $15 for a 
week’s work. Of course in Ibis, as iii everything 
else, much depends upon the skiff aud capability 
of the designer.” 
“ What is Hie cheapest carpet you deal In?” 
“Extra super-ingrain, vvhicii sells for seventy- 
five cents per yard. it is a very good article for 
the money, is quite durable, aud we have it in 
many pretty designs; ilien for a better carpet we 
have tapestries, of which we sell a great many. 
In the line of more costly goods we have brussels, 
Axminster* and W iltons; the latter sells tor $3 Sd 
per yard, and Is the best aud most, expensive car­ 
pet 
made.” The 
American 
brussels 
is in 
great demand, and has 
about crowded the 
English brussels out of the market iii this coun­ 
try. I think I may safely say that HOO brussels 
carpets of American manufacture are sold here 
to one of English make. Tho pet,pie have long 
since recognized that our m anufacturers have 
made pleat progress during the 
past twenty 
years, and that by buying American carpets limy 
obtain a better article for much less money than 
they could do did they depend ou ioreigu goods, 
as formerly.” 
“ How i> the trade In rugs nowadays?” 
“ Very few rugs are now sold, as they are not 
considered as fashionable as they ouee were. 
BUU, a certain amount ot trade is done in that 
direction, of course. Smyrna rugs are lit better 
noiiiHiid than the others aud are sold for prices 
varying 
irom 
$1.60 
lo 
$100, 
aocoidiug 
to 
size 
aud 
quality. 
Most 
of 
this 
class of m as are matle in Philadelphia. 
A certaiu 
amount of trade is ".ill done iii turkish, Indian 
and Persian urns, but the biisinfD , .ti tiffs respect 
has greatly lessened in the part two or three 
years; and dealers, as a rule, do not can y a large 
stock of that kind of goods. I funny believe lb.it 
ten years hence tho iiuportulteti of foreign car­ 
pets' will have almost entirely ceased, aud that tile 
exportation of native fabrics will form quite au 
important featurt of our export trade.

bad risen high above the sea. A njler Point,w hich 
contained a fine lightliou.se and was a la m : thriv­ 
ing place, had disappeared altogether. 
The next 
m orning we discovered the ship Sacram ento of 
Boston m aking signals of distress; steam ed down 
to her, spoke, and found she was short of w ater 
and was trying to find A njier Point. 
She was in 
a dangerous place; it was dead cairn and as hoi 
as you can im agine, and she Had let go a n ch o r 
we sen t a party of thirty-live men to her, to hell 
lier heave up, and gave lier a tow to a safe place. 
“A tter ii avlng the Sacram ento we received titre* 
cheers from her crew, which we answ ered and 
steam ed to Kl ab ato r Island, which was tile heart 
of the earthquake. K rak ato r is a volcano rising 
out of the sea, and as we got w ithin tw enty miles 
the smell of sulphur was sickening, the air was 
full of ashes, and the w ater lull of pum ice stone, 
and Hie land in i very direction looked as if cov­ 
ered with snow, but on landing we found it to be 
w hite ashes and pum ice stone, w hich was in 
places 
tw enty 
feet deep, aud it w as over 
rite 
tops 
of 
tall 
trees. 
W e 
could 
see trees under the ashes in some places. 
We 
stopped three days,surveying and exploring, land­ 
ing every day, when we up anchor for Batavia 
again. 
The country looks very bare; we saw a 
num ber of dead bodies in the w ater and we w ere 
lulu in Batavia Hiat tho loss of life was upw ards 
of 30.000 people. 
On arriving a t B atavia we 
found Hie U nited S tates ship E nterprise from 
Cape of Good Hope, and of course there was lots 
visiting betw een the tw o ships. 
Now we are here 
w ith our best bower in the mud, and are likely to 
rem ain here for ten days m ore: the health of the 
ship’s company is unusually good, not a case of 
sickness on board. 


A M IR A C U L O U S FALL. 


'Tumbling Down a Berios of Precipice* E ach 
a I! mill red Feet High. 
D e n v e r , Novem ber IU.—A letter has just been 
received from lied G ulch, a m ining cam p in the 
vicinity of Leadville, which recounts one of the 
m ost incredible accidents th a t have ever been 
known, Tile hero of it Is P eter F. Y'ates. son of a 
fam ous hotel-keepcr a t Duval, in th is State. 
Y ates Is superintending Hie w orks of a m ining 
com pany w hose property lies iii T reasure moun­ 
tain, G unnison county. 
Tile great altitude of Hie 
m ine brings w inter about it very early. 
As early 
us the m iddle of Septem ber snow storm s com­ 
menced. 
P eter writes th a t lie left the cabin w ith 
lits report and vouchers ready for m ailing, an 
overcoat belonging to one of the men and a gunny 
sack lilied w ith clothing, and all strapped together 
on lits back. ail in “ app'c-pie” o rder—and then— 
“ I tell over Hie cliff on my way down. 
I in­ 
tended it to be my last trip for several m onths, 
but it cam e near being my last in fact. 
I had got­ 
ten Ii a) feet above tlie cahill, when a snow-slide 
turned loose, knocking me instantly from the t rail. 
For the first -too or Olio feet I struck Hie ground 
hut four or live tim es—and my last fall from tho 
top of a precipice to its bottom w as about 120 
feet. 
i t seem s Incredible th at I could havo 
tum bled down three successive precipices w ithout 
being killed, hut everything was in favor. The 
p ac k I was carrying and tile snow which I went 
down w ith helped break my fall. 
I ain badly 
bruised about the hips aud body, but w ith rest ana 
lower altitude the doctors th in k I will come out 
all right iii a m onth or so.” 
A gentlem an in this city who is fam iliar with 
the place of th e accident says th at Y ale’s escape 
is a piece of luck th at may be term ed m iraculous. 
Tile cl'ff b a s a n alm ost perpendicular height of 
10UU feet from t e bottom of the precipice, and 
it was only the great m asses of snow which had 
aeeum ulaied on its sides th a t broke ins fall every 
io u feet and then went on down with him to Hie 
next one. In Jan u ary last a mail was sw ept off 
the trail bv an avalanche in a sim ilar m anner and 
dropped into tile abyss loco feet below, and his 
body has never been recovered. 


H ow O n e M an C o t A w ay From H ts W ife. 
Bregma!), the Cleveland diver, tells the follow­ 
ing story: "Once I w ent up to Twin Lakes, near 
Gilead, M idi., to dive for Hie body of a m an who 
had gone in swim m ing with two com panions. I 
found an im m ense Concourse of people oil the 
shore.

When he sank he 
swam to the other shore, w here lie had another 
suit of clothes Hill. 
Ile w anted to gel away from 
his w ile, and th a t’s the way lie did it.’ ’’

Souls Simply Seeking to Save Themselves 
Rot Worth Savins:. 


The Great Preacher Virtually Acknowl­ 
edges Himself a Pantheist 


N e w Yo r k , N ovem ber 18.—Nev. H enry W ard 
B eecher preached tilts m orning, taking his text 
from M atthew , v., 16: “ Let your light so shine 
before men th at they may see your good w orks 
and glorify your F ather, w hich is In heaven.” 
This has usually been treated as if it was a com­ 
m and to C hristianity simply. Surely It is; b u t it 
is a g reat deal more than sim ply that. T here is a 
profound philosophy iu it; a philosophy th at, I 
think, involves the very substance of C hristi­ 
anity. 
The 
figure 
itself 
is 
susceptible 
of 
a 
good 
deal 
of 
application. 
Light 
is 
a 
revealer. 
In the darkness there Is no form, 
there are no colors, there is no beauty, there is 
nothing; it is as lf Hie world were annihilated. 
But when the sun com es over the horizon lie is 
quick to discrim inate betw een light and d ark n ess; 
quick to sep arate to the eye of every m an, the 
beast, tile bird, tile various trees, the vine, tile 
grass, each separate flower, and discrim inates on 
every side, so th a t the world seem s as if it were 
recreated. 
Light is a stim ulator; w ithout it 
th ere is no process of grow th; Hic leaf could 
not form , or, form ed, It could not solid back re­ 
generated sap to the tru n k and the root, w ere 
It not for the light of Hie (h e a t Chem ist. 
J lie 
stalk ut Hic root th a t lies w inter-bound in Hie 
cellar, feeling tho w arm th of the growing season, 
begins lo si retch up long w hite leaves and arm s; 
ghastly and pale in the darkness w here they grow 
because they lack light. Light is a lead er; it 
shows men tho p ath ; it gives guidance to the eye. 
ii a man walk iii darkness he shall stum ble, but 
lf lie walk iii light he shall walk surely. 
Light is 
an a rtis t; tlieie Is no beauty w ithout it a t all. 'file 
world b lo o m s and glows only when the M ush 
conies from the light. 
How fit an em blem th is is 
of the hum an soul! 
"L e t your light so shine th a t 
men m ay see your good w orks aud glorify your 
F ath er, which is iii heaven.” 
T he way to lift a soul up into the arm s of God is 
to put another soul under it and lift It up by its 
power. 
The ti ne G ospel is soul on soul in this 
world. 
The figure runs through everyw here Hie 
whole B ible: light and heat pervade every lepre- 
sentattou of diviue or spiritual activity in ibis 
world. 
T h at view of religion which m akes It a soul- 
saving business, in winch th at is put forem ost of 
all. is Hie m eanest view of religion th a t ever was. 
A m an who spends his whole force to save his owu 
soul lias not col much of a soul thai Is wortli sav­ 
ing. 
It is the quintessence of selfishness. 
It is 
allow able, how ever, when well mixed with higher 
aud Holder elem ents. 
But the h eart of fear is a 
slave h eart, and to exhort m en to save them selves 
is a 1) rig lit enough, but when fear lias w aked 
them nj) they are not savable, unless there are 
higher and nobler m otives to come in. 
L ight noes not represent a certain form of 
C hristianity—th a t kind of revival preaching th at 
seeks to drive men into heaven by Hie fear of hell. 
T h in is th e W o r s t F o rm o f P n e n n lim . 
W e are to act for ourselves in seeking religion 
and in developing religious life. 
Self-love should 
be a proper foundation for a love for others, and 
we should aet for ourselves th a t ive may be stro n g 
for others. The gospel m orality, exalted, is Hie 
foundation of true ch ristian character. 
“ Freely 
ye have received, freely give.” 
A C hristian is 
like a ground diam ond th at lins no light in itself, 
but flashes back iii light the sun gives It from 
every fesset. 
And men are not lum inous by 
nature, but as they come to tho experience and 
com m union of Hie divine n atu re: freely as they 
receive, freely they are to let their light shine, 
H elping other men Is Inseparably connected with 
C hristian experience, 
lf you would help your­ 
selves, help o th e is ; and help yourselves that you 
ni:iy help others, 
W a cml help others in various w ays; physically, 
of course, and by teaching, of course, and by a 
thousand benefactions, each Iii its characteristic 
w ay—ny m aking life purer and evener; but tho 
g reat help we can give to others is to help them 
m ake m en—larger aud nobler m en; to exalt their 
conception aw ay from m eanness and m aterial con­ 
ditions. and to give it some elem ent of heroism . 
Of ten theology lias presented God and duty in such 
form s as lo 
be 
repulsive to men. 
A clear 
understanding and pure m oral sen.-e bas been 
bound to reject theology som etim es, and m ight 
well have dom- it oftener. 
Then theologians 
usually called the repugnance of m oral sense an 
evidence of m an’s depravity and enm ity to God. 
T here are yet cu rren t am ong Hie churches, and 
m ore aud m oie as you go back along the line of 
theology, 
villainous presentations of religious 
tru th . 
But tru e C hristianity presents a view of 
God 
such as to excite 
a laten t desire iii 
the 
h e art 
of every 
m an for 
It—not 
a 
choice necessarily, but a certain w istfulness, 
which m ay never ripen Into any fruit, but never­ 
theless it is a tendency. 
T rue C hristianity, I n a 
literary and scholastic form , is no fair expression 
of living Clirisilaiiity any more than a picture of 
an engine is an index of the pow er and speed of 
th at engine. 
You m ust see it perform ; then you 
know w hat it is. The picture may bo very nice, 
and Hic 
plans very 
nice Indeed; 
but 
they 
do not indicate 
w hat the engine is. 
T here 
arc 
a 
num ber 
of 
nice 
plans am ong 
m en; to 
see 
them 
In 
motion reveals 
w h at C hristianity Is. 
T he printed gospel is like 
fain ted m usic—a m au don’t have m usic in Ins 
muse because lie bas Beethoven’s sym phonies 
there in a bouk shut up. 
Men th in k they have a 
good deal of the gospel in th eir houses when they 
have got a good many Bibles, but a dead Bible 
an d a dead music nook are alike. 
The score is 
necessary for the perform er, but it is not m usic; 
it is m erely a bel]) to the harp and the organ, to 
tell w here Hie music is and how to bring it out, 
and w hen the m usic comes Hie score is not 
needed.

Tile actual experience of a Christ-like disposi­ 
tion is th at your natural faculties be so shaped 
mid educated th at they express Hie thought and 
feeling and disposition of Hie Lord Jesu s Christ. 
A m an th a t is iii th at state, and in a certain exal- 
tatiou of th at state, th a t man is an em bodied 
gospel, and he is the pow er of God, Hie wisdom of 
God, lo the salvation of iiis jellow-ineu—a 
living 
gospel, and not a printed one. 
The way C hristianity develops is m uch like the 
kindling of a fire. 
lf a man has been brought up 
rightly by Ids parents, trained and controlled to 
C hristian m orality, and steadily aud gradually 
m ade to raise Hie standard of his affections 
higher and higher, he Is like the fuel prepared in 
the fireplace, with 
kindlings aud light wood 
and dry fuel, and when 
religion touches a 
m atch to it it blazes up a t once. But w here 
m en are very ignorant and very gross, religion is 
like lighting a lire iii old C onnecticut when I was 
ah o y .

hold, sm oke, volumes of blue sm oke, roiling up 
Hie chim ney—(w hat J didn't bren I lid . little by 
little, m ore and more, faintly but steadily, until by 
and by a sm all faint, flame began to appear, aud 
then, w itll bellow s in my band. I applied Hie m eans 
of gospel to it.

Many 
men are hard to kindle; they are tough am t fill 
of sap, covered w ith heaps of snow and leo; th e 
first ideas they get of religion are faint, and they 
light w ith the old passions and appetites, but by 
faith aud patience they keep blowing, and at 
length the w hole soul is ou tire, and when it is on 
fire the light and w arm th pervade the whole 
dwelling. 
So, then, the quickening of C hristianity into life, 
as m anifested In the Gospel and confirm ed by 
universal experience, has for its first step th a t 
m an should get out and away from all dom inating 
passions and appetites. 
'‘R e p e n t,” la id .John, " R e p e n t,” said C hrist, 
the opening word of Hie cam paign. 
A m an may 
have a beautiful dwelling, ornate, convenient, 
full of taste aud beauty, and yet a defective sew er 
in the basem ent will spoil tile who,e tiling, and 
tu rn it into a house of death. 
A m an may have 
m anifold virtues iii his life, yet there m ay bo a 
line of 
lust, a vein of avarice, a curl

prid e; one sin o r. anim al appetite or passion

T here are some wavs in which m en can 
do this b etter than others, but any w y which 
brlugs a m an Into th a t C hristian state is sufficient. 
A great many people think a luau is not a 
C hristian unless tic is a C hristian in Hie regulation 
way, and unless he go through a certain ex­ 
perience.

be a pagan. Cornelius was a pagan when there 
was such an ado am ong angels and running to and 
fro am ong the apostles for him. 
His prayers had 
been heard by the unknow n God, whom lie w anted 
to know better. - 
W hen men have pone through the form ative 
stage in regard to the establishm ent of C hristian 
character, there comes a more subtle and less 
understood state of all ors. 
The m ind, the brain, 
may exist in three conditions. 
The lowest is th at 
In which Hie brain is not very receptive, and not 
active a t all. 
The wonder of tile hum an mind aud 
brain Is that it has a power of taking In and it has 
Hie pow er of throw ing out, as a double power, 
receptivity and constructiveness.

Now ordinarily men feel as though

Sad Downfall of a Young and 


Beautiful Woman. 


Once Wealthy anil Courted by Many Lovers, 
But Xow Become a Wreck. 


The Fatal Curse of the Opium Habit—A 
Sad Story. 


D e n v e r , N ovem ber 13.—The T ribune tells the 
sad 
story of the rapid degradation, through 
opium , of a wom an w ho only a few years ago was 
a w ealthy and petted society ne lie. 
M rs. N ettie 
G urnee, it says, the gifted d au g h ter of Colonel E. 
J . Strong of the U nited S tates arm y, Is socially a 
w reck. Site cam e to D enver tw o years ago opu­ 
lent. clothed In costly apparel, diam onds and j'*w- 
eliy and $40,000 easli in ber pocket. 
She was 
an entertaining woman, relined aud Intelligent, 
and with two b right children, M arion, a girl of l l 
years, and a son a year older. 
Tile family occupied apartm ents at Hic W indsor 
H otel. 
Of cultured aud w ealthy people, Mrs. 
G urnee’s society was courted aud h er children 
w ere petted, for they, too, w ere w ealthy, being 
eaeli the heir of $10,000 upon arriving at Hie age 
of IO. 
U nfortunately, how ever, the m other, w ho had 
been r» ared in a hom e of luxury, knew Out little 
Hic value of m oney. She ex travagantly wasted 
her m eans, and soou a leos pretentious hotel was 
exchanged for the luxury and com forts of Hie 
fashionable W indsor. 
From lier elegant suite on 
Hie second floor she w ent into plain room s or a 
sky-parlor flat, and in a little while this, too. be­ 
cam e so expensive th a t she rented sm all apart­ 
m ents on Tw enty-second street, betw een Cham pa 
ami Stout afreets. 
Tin se changes covered a little over a year. 
At 
tile end of th at tim e Hie fashionab e anti Interest­ 
ing woman ii.ut becom e the object of 
public 
charity. 
H er costly clothing had b eo u paw ned, 
ber diam onds soldi and now, in order to give sus­ 
tenance to herself and fam ily, she sought alms, 
belli by p, rsoiial appeals and bv w alking up ami 
down Larim er stre et receiving the pennies of the 
passers-by in a sm all tin cup. 
A lthough deep in 
the dregs, this was not Hie full m easure of lier 
sham e. Sin* had not been reared to struggle with 
lite, but rather, 
T h e P e tte d C hild o f n F ond F a th e r, 
had been taught in all th at elevates and adorns a 
woman in her sphere. 
Socially she was out of lier 
orbit, and when throw n upon h er own resources 
she found the culture of lier girlhood of no use. 
Slie knew not how to work. 
Even lier clothing 
she would not w ash, Out sent it to Hie laundry. 
T his was lier extrem ity when, through the ef­ 
forts of Airs. F erris, Mrs. Jacobs, Mrs. B allock 
and the otln*r m em bers of the W om an’s Relief So­ 
ciety, she was persuaded to rent a sm all eating- 
house in Koseer.tns block. N ineteenth aud Lari­ 
m er streets. 
W ith no executive ability w iiatever, 
this effort began to fail. 
It was w hile here she 
began to m anifest a m ania (or theft. 
Custom ers 
who would come in would upon going out find 
their overcoats and lints m issing. 
The articles 
w ere traced to her, but no prosecution was th reat­ 
ened until a sh o rt tim e since, when tho w aiters 
and otiiers em ployed about Hie building aw oke 
one m orning aud found th eir clothing and other 
personal property missing. 
A gain she w as ac­ 
cused and. confessing Hie theft, acknow ledged 
wit Ii tears thai she couldn’t help it, as she m ust 
have money tor opium or die. 
In this adm ission 
she confessed her secret. Wile w as an opium eatflr, 
and had been for years. It was this hab it th a t had 
w eakened her intellect, and, am ong oilier griefs, 
had caused the separation from her family. 
R eal­ 
izing Hie depth of lier m isery, and how g reat had 
been Hic fall, she told the story of her sad life, 
and, by Hie m em ory of her sorrow s, pleaded some 
m itigation for the crim e she had com m itted. 
The 
Urst estrangem ent from her fam ily occurred w hen 
silo m arried Mr. G urnee, the father of lier chil­ 
dren. 
He was unw orthy of lier, nut being very 
young slie thought she could reform and elevate 
nim. 
It was a runaw ay m atch, and was m ade 
against Hie w ishes of her parents. A tter Hie birth 
of their first child she returned to h er fath er’s 
house in Pom ona, R ockland county. New York, 
who again took lier to his bosom under the prom ­ 
ise th at she would never retu rn to 
T h e D ln lp A trd M an W hom Shit Id o liz ed 
as h er husband. 
In a little while, however, she 
forgot her prom ises, and, urged by Hie husband, 
she again fled her fath er’s house and returned to 
h er husband a t his elegant hom e a t H averstraw , 
on Hie Hudson. 
B ore the second child was born, 
arid soon after lier husband died. 
Disowned by 
lier family, she lived Iii retirem ent, brooding upon 
lier sorrow s and seeking brief forgetfulness in fre­ 
quent doses of opium. 
H er appetite for tills drug 
could not now be controlled. Wile concluded to sell 
lier home and move from the scene of so much 
m isery. 
Realizing $4t>,000 by the sale, she cam e 
to D enver and took room s a t the W indsor, as be­ 
fore related. She cam e til the w inier, 
in Hie 
spring following she returned E ast for Hie sum ­ 
m er. Coming again to D enver in the mil, siie rep­ 
resented that she hail been robbed of her diam onds 
and of her sealskin apparel, and th at m ining 
sh ark s had defrauded her of lier money. 
It w as about this tim e th at the woman began 
to a ttra c t tile attention of 
the ladies of Hie 
W om an’s Relief Society. They had received a 
letter under an assum ed nam e, asking for a posi­ 
tion as a dom estic In a private family. 
H er condi­ 
tion becom ing known to the m em bers of the G rand 
Arm y of Hie Republic they, too, aided her for tho 
mem ory they bore lier father, who was a com ­ 
panion in arm s during Hie i cheilion. 
As her trouble moi eased she grew more a slate 
to opium . 
Ever vihing was sacrificed to feed this 
unnatural appetite. 
lie r children's com forts were 
but a secondary consideration. 
Even their cloth­ 
ing was pawned, and wlieu tills resource was ex­ 
patiated, in order to get m oney to procure the 
drug, 
S h e W e n t B e f t l n i U p on th e Street*. 
She frequently m ade appeals through the m ails to 
M iss Hill and other charitable ladles of the city 
and succeeded in raising some money, which w ent 
in the sam e direction—into Hie till of the opium 
dealer. 
W hen tile theft of Hie clothing a t Hie R osecrans 
block bad been traced to her,ana she Duct been con­ 
victed upon lier own confession, oilier thefts were 
discovered. 
She was a kleptom aniac, and the 
Ladies’ Relief Society m ade an effort to have lier 
tried on an inquisition of lunacy, but failed. 
Mrs. 
F erris, president of the socily, then corresponded 
will] her relatives. Clinton G urnee, a law yer of 
San Francisco and lier brother-in-law , prom ised 
to provide for Hie children, and sent STO to lioui- 
dat>- tim expense. Colonel stro n g was station! ii a t 
New Orleans, and. consequently, ii was deter­ 
mined to 
semi 
h er 
to 
lier 
m otlier a t Hie 
family hom estead In Rockland county, N. Y. 
These 
fact-, being well know n to C hairm an 
Shreve of the cornily com m issioners, lie told Mrs. 
G urnee that it was no use to protest fu rth er; th at 
she m ust cither go hom e or go to Hie penitentiary. 
silo broke down in lam entations, but H iechuirnian 
was obdurate, 
lie would not be moved, and so 
slie consented. 
T he Ladles’ Relief Society had 
secured lier passage to New York, aud, in order 
th a t she m ight not step aw ay en route, provided 
her with a female escort, who was cautioned 
against perm itting her to leave her sight on Hie 
slightest p d eu ce, or she would probably w ant to 
step away to get opium. 
Mrs. Jacobs and several 
other ladies went w ith ber to Hie depot. A t a 
m eeting of the society the correspondence In Hie 
case was put upon file for record, and letters di­ 
rected lo be w ritten to Hie relatives of the unfor­ 
tunate woman.

I never shall be able to do so 
if I am left to m yself.” 
These words were addressed to a correspondent 
last evening by a m an giving bls name as George 
Johnson, who acknow ledged th a t he was a con­ 
firmed opium eater. 
His appearance was a sta rt­ 
ling one. 
His face had th o aspect of a haggard 
corpse, Ids eyes w ere hollow' and sunken, Lilt glit­ 
tered w ith a half-m aniacal fire, while a ragged 
grow th of short black beard ami long tangled hair 
added to his WI etched appearance. H is clothing was 
old anti d ilap id ated ; a ragged coat w.-.s buttoned 
up to his chin to hide a course, dirty shirt, and a 
straw hat, with a pair of brogan shoes com pleted 
a costum e th a t would answ er equally well tor a 
tram p or a footpad. 
Y et there was an air of re­ 
finem ent th at ching to him with all his rags, and 
ids hands, though soiled and hardened, were slen­ 
der ami delicate. 
“ i am a perfect slave to opium ,” he continued, 
“ and I would hesitate a t nothing to procure the 
drug when the desire for Ii is on me. 
I will lie or 
steal. 
I heard a friend say once”—here be paused 
and oohed significantly a t the reporter—" th at he 
would kill a man if necessary to get m orphine, and 
I w ouldn't blam e him . 
I have fallen from a re­ 
spectable slat ion down to w hat you see me. and 
th ere Is no teding how m uch lower I will get un­ 
less I lidve help. 
“ Tile am ount of m orphine I can take has not, I 
suppose, ever been equalled. One tim e I took 
ninety gr ins, and it did not iu jure me. 
I think 
by gradually increasing Hie dose I could take 
tw ice as much w ithout danger. 
W hen I can’t get 
enough m orphine to do me any good I take crude 
opium or chloroform . 
I know you will hardly be­ 
lieve me when I say th a t in one night i used a 
pound of cliem lcaled lu re chloroform by In­ 
halation. yet it Is a fact. 
I 
have gone for 
three or four d a y s a t a tim e w ithout eating, in 
order to buy m orphine or opium with Hit* little 
mouey I bud. I am only 27, hut I began using it 


when I w s but 22. 
A l th a t tim e I was a deacon 
in a C hristian ch u rch ; I never drank, swore or 
gam bled. 
I w as the ow ner of a retail drug store 
Iii H ickm an, w here I lem atacd all through Hie 
yellow 
fever 
epidem ic. 
Out of a population 
of 
1200, 200 died, am ong them eight doc­ 
tors, but I cam e out of It healthier than ever. 
W hen Hie habit took firm hold on mo I commenced 
going down Hill. 
I lost my properly—lost my 
health, my friends am i my sell-respcet. 
I believe 
tho knowledge of it hastened my father’s death : 
it lias ii- ggarcd mc, estranged Hie girt to whom I 
was to lie m arried, am i it will prove my death. 
It hangs over me like Hie blackest of nightm ares; 
it lins taken possession of my every w aking 
thought, and Haunted every dream of night. 
Tim 
horror of my situation has benum bed every faculty 
but th at of dread, and every day I grow more 
keenly alive to my aw iul condition. 
I would part 
with anything, even mv m ind, and be contented to 
live the rem ainder of my life hi a m aniac’s cell, 
ii I could only be cured. 
“ My object iii telling you this Is in the hope that 
its publication may open some avenue for my re­ 
form ation. 
I am willing to be locked up in jail if 
my friends will only p refer a charge against me. 
I w ill go to any place w here I eau be confined 
and receive m edical attention. 
I am not beg­ 
ging., aud when I am cured I will pledge m yself 
to work for years to repay the expa nses my care 
will incur. 
le a n never be reform ed w ithout 
help; I have tried it too often. There is a strong 
room In the City H ospital w here I would like to 
be placed, aud as a last resort I will apply to Gen­ 
eral Taylor or M ayor Jaco b for a perm it to lie 
taken there. 
W hatever is done I am conscious 
m ust be done quickly, for I am breaking la st in 
mind aud body. 
I have lived here for years, and 
old friends whom I have known all my life pass 
me w ithout recognition, I am so broken aud 
changed.”

Covered W ith Blood, 


Thomas Barrows of Kittery Falls od the 
Bed and Expires Instantly. 


Possibly a Case of Murder, But Prob­ 
ably One of Suicide. 


P o r t l a n d , Mc., Novem ber 19.—About 9 o’clock 
W ednesday night as the wife of Thom as B arrow s, 
residing on old post road in K ittery, about foul 
miles from K ittery depot, was engaged In setting 
the tea table, hor husband having Just returned 
from Portsm outh, Hie back door opened and 
Barrow s reeled in covered w ith Mood. 
H e m ade 
his way to the bed-room, fell on Hie bed ami at 
once expired. On exam ination It w as found th a t he 
had received a shot In the arm , one In the leg, a 
th ird in Hie hip and a fourth anil fatal shot iii the 
face, all In the left side. 
It. was at first supposed 
th at lie had been m urdered, but fu rth er investiga­ 
tion of Hie affair m ade it reasonably clear that it 
was

Daniel Cook, Richard 
Piikernell, neighbors, and O scar E. Biaiiey, son-in- 
law to M rs. Barrow s, then testified to the appear­ 
ance and condition of the body when they first 
saw I t 
The Jury, after a short discussion of tho e\ I- 
dence and circum stances, rendered Hie verdict 
“ th a t Mr. Barrows cam e to his death from shots 
from a pistol iii the hands of some person to them 
unknow n aud not by bis own hand." 
Since the shooting, Mrs. Barrow s lias not m ani­ 
fested respect or affection for her late husband, 
losing no opportunity to speak of him in a very 
revengeful and venomous m anlier.

Wiping Oat a Federal Battery Who Paid for 


Their Heroism with Their L ius. 


How the Gap was Filled at Chan- 
cellorsville.

Military critics on both sides have admitted that 
Hood's plans to win a (treat victory at Peach Tree 
creek, near Atlanta, were laid with great nicety 
and promised success. 
He had drawn Sherman 
Into a trap. 
He waited until all w as ready and 
then sprung the jaws. He had not figured a vic­ 
tory without a hard fight, but lie figured too nicely 
on the efforts of his own troops. The misconstruc­ 
tion of orders caused hts advance to strike half a 
—••■en feeble blows on a long line where Hood had 
planned one crushing blow at a certain spot. Had 
everything gone as lie planned for Sherman must 
have been cut square iii two. 
Much has been written to prove that Hood’s sud­ 
den aud powerful assault was not a surprise, lf it 
was not, then some of the Federal commanders 
permitted of very loose discipline. 
Newton’s 
division was dealt one of the hardest blows. As 
tile Confederate skirmishers advanced upon tills 
command they found men asleep, mending their 
clothes, gambling and reading. Guns were stacked 
here and there, and battery horses were munching 
their forage. 
Had the Confederate skirmish line 
, along Newton's front been a line of battle, he 
would have been run over. A s it was, it took five 
of his regiments, detailed as skirmishers, to drive 
that skirmish line back over the ridge. 
Butterfield’s division now came up, and connect­ 
ed with Newton’s right, and a general advance 
was ordered, preceded by a heavy line of skir­ 
mishers. Tins line had scarcely disappeared over 
the ridge before a vengelul splutter of musketry 
was heard, followed 
by tremendous cheering. 
This was fioin Hood’s advance—tho advance 
which should 
have rolled over the ridge and 
down upon the l<ue lines before tfiby had been 
warned by the skirmishers. 
T h e C m l o f th e IC id g e W » i B lu e . 
The slope was gray. Newton was weak and 
strung out; It seemed as lf Hood’s whole army 
was striking straight at him. 
Line upon line 
came Into view, the men waving their caps and 
cheering, the flags streaming above the thickets. 
The "pop! tM)p!” of the skirmisher’s musket was 
woodenly drow ned in the terrific eiasli of volleys. 
Tho green forest seemed ablaze in a single mo­ 
ment, and men who looked upon Hic mighty ad­ 
vance from the ciest of the ridge felt that Hie one 
poor, weak division could not hold it In check five 
minutes. 
Now, without orders from New ton, and without 
waiting for orders, a battery of ten guns gallops 
to the Federal front and unlimbers on Newton’s 
left flank. 
It Is a splendid position for held artil­ 
lery. Hanks which were wavering become firm 
as the guns come up. 
Men ready to flee in a 
panic suudenly become desjierate fighters. 'Hie 
ten guns have "hardly unlimbered on one flank be­ 
fore a part of Hie First Michigan Battery comes 
tushing up to take position on Hie other. 
Four­ 
teen guns point down Hie slope against Hie Con­ 
federate lines not over 300 feet away. They load 
with canister alone, and next moment Hie earth is 
tremldiug and Hie great trets quivering under the 
roar. Lying down rn front of the guns—amidst 
them—on Hie flanks, tile Federal infantry pour in 
an incessant tire of musketry. Tile air is full of 
bullets fired Horn the Confederate advance, but 
there are more horrible sounds—screams and 
shrieks aud curses. 
Lines are checked by that 
fire as the progress of travellers would be checked 
by a wall fifty feet high. 
The slope is covered with trees and thickets— 
bere and there an open spot. 
There is no shelter 
lrom that rain of bullet and canister. 
Trees the 
size of a man’s leg are cut to pieces; thickets are 
mown dow n; busli and sapling are picked up by 
the bloody ham; and sent whirling through the 
air. For every guiltier who tails wounded twenty 
Infantry are ready to take His place. Every man 
feels that all depends upon the guns. Caruidge- 
bearers are reinforced until mere is 
A (Solid L in e o f B e n f r o m d u n to C u lia o n , 
eacli with a m issile in his hand. A quarter of an 
bour of this bloody work and New ion’s division is 
safe. Against such a tire there can be no ad­ 
vance; nothing living can stand up against it. 
The writer viewed Hie ground in company with 
a Confederate who fought there. He said: “As I 
looked back upon line after line and noted the 
dare-devil demeanor of our men I felt that the 
force in our front would be walked over with 
hardly a halt. Tile musketry fire was pretty hot, 
but the bullets flew over our heads. 
I hadn’t a 
man wounded in my company, although we were 
In the front line, until the batteries opened fire. 
In ton minutes I had scarcely a man leu, 
We lay 
down to escape the canister, but It seemed to 
strike every spot. Musketry, in such a situation, 
picks off a man here and there. 
That canis­ 
ter killed four or five at a time. tearing gaps 
through three lines of battle aud throwing our 
best troops into confusion. 
Had not a man been 
struck the terrific whistle of the missiles through 
the trees, and the blinding showers of leaves and 
dirt thrown over us w ould alone have tin ow n our 
lines into confusion. The men breasted the tire 
with rare courage, and they stood their ground 
long after hope bad departed, but an advance was 
out of Hie question. 
When we fell back it was 
grudgingly and in lair order, but those who lived 
to retreat beyond that awful fire had all the fight 
taken out of them for the rest of Hie day.” 
In this same battle the Confederate advance 
struck Geaty on Hie rigid flank and passed it tar 
enough to enfilade his right brigade. 
In five 
minutes this brigade was so cut up by Hie cruel 
cross-fire that it had to give way. Bundy’s battery 
came galloping up to ULI the gap. and in a moment 
was belching canister into tile advancing Hues, 
tt'his fire halted them uutil a part of Ireland’s 
brigade could take position in support, and men 
(or forty minutes 
I t YVa» a B lo o d y F ig h t a t C lo te Q u a rte r* . 
Confederate artillery was brought up, the lines 
ensconced them selves anil maintained a steady 
lire, and one by one the batterymen melted away 
uutil there was not enough left to work one piece. 
Then a detail was made from an infantry regiment, 
aud as fast as a man went down he was ie placed 
by another. 
During the last tweuty minutes of the light at 
th is point the Federals were fighting on three 
separate fronts. The battery horses and caissons 
left what should have been the rear, and came to 
the front as a greater point of satety. One by one 
the horses were hit, and by and by not one re­ 
mained standing. 
Meu working the guns were hit 
by as many as nine bullets, and some of tile cais­ 
sons were completed riddled. One gun was dis­ 
mounted and lost its trilliums In Hie shock, another 
had a foot of its muzzle knocked off, and a tnird 
was rendered useless by some otiier accident The 
original complement of men were all wiped out ex­ 
cepting two or three, every horse was killed, three 
of Ute guns rendered useless, aud ut least twenty 
of the infantry substitutes were added to the list 
of dead. 
It was the battery whtcli saved Hie gap 
and Geary’s rear, but its brave crew paid for their 
heroism with their lives. 
Tile movement of Jackson across Hooker’s 
flank al CbanceUorsviUu aud around to his rear 
was a complete surprise. By (3 o’clock In the even­ 
ing his lines of battle were formed, and Hie order 
to advance was given. Scouts had reported tho 
Eleventh Corps in his front, and 
T h e A t t a c k W a * a* ttw ift a n d D is a s tr o u s 
as a whirlwind. 
Most of the Federals in the 
Eleventh were preparing supper or eating it. If 
there were any pickets in rear of the Federal 
army they were picked up so suddenly that no 
general alarm was given. 
All of a sudden the 
mighty trcigi of battle-ilncs aud Hie crash of mus­ 
ketry fell upon the ears of Hie unsuspecting Fed­ 
erals, and the panic which ensued was but the 
natural finale. 
A few men got into line here aud 
there, but the resistance melted away as the lines 
advanced. 
It was a furious lire winch Jacksou’s 
meu poured into Hie Eleventh. They were elated 
and enthusiastic. And they swarmed through the 
pine forest as if their numbers were endless. 
Men have said that the panic would have ex­ 
tended no farther, and that Hie corps would have 
speedily recovered from tile surprise, mid men 
have written that ■ but for one man’s coolness ct 
the critical moment Jackson would have driven a 
wedge into Hie Federal army. General Pleasanton, 
Wien commanding three regiments of cavalry and 
a field battery, lay in position to be run over by 
the fugitives as they sought a place of safety. 
In 
the midst of the most embarrassing confusion he 
bent a regiment of dismounted cavalry forward to 
form r. Hue and check the Confederate advance, 
aud the other reg.merits, mounted, at once charged 
into the mass of fugitives and drove them clear off 
the field on Hie left ot the plank road. Then, one by 
one, twenty-tw o guns were brought to the front aud 
unlimbered. The spot where cadi gun stood was 
plain to view in ISSI. and may Le for several 
years Pi come, 
it was in Hie cleared field to the 
left of the Chaneeilorsviile plank road, and anorn 
half a mile below me famous brick bouse. Those 
guns enfiladed Jackson’s whole trout, aud the 
moment his Hues t toke cover they were 
B e t W ith S u c h M o ra l* o f C a n i s t e r 
that whole regiments lay down after the first vol­ 
ley. Foi Hie first quarter of an flour those guns 
were supported by cavalry alone, but as regiment 
after regiment was lucked up, whirled about aud 
sent to the gap. the support soon became a 
division. Other batteries were rushed down the 
plank or across lite fields, and by and by Jack­ 
son’s golden -moment bad passed. 
'J ne Federal 
army had faced ti e real , and Hie great gap bad 
been closed by artillery. 
Just at sundown Jackson grew restive under 
the terrific tire, and ordered a general advance. 
Long lines of men sprang to their feet aud rushed 
forward with cheers aud yells, determined to have 
the guns. 
It did uot seem as if anything Hving 


could cross that open space of OOO feet with such 
a tornado of canister sweeping over it; but whole 
regiments charged up to within fifty feet, and 
scores of Confederates dashed In among the guns 
and were killed there. 
The charge was repulsed, 
but to be made again and again. 
When night had 
settled down Jackson gave it up. 
He could not 
drive his wedge pas! Hie muzzles of Pleasanton’s 
guns, 
lie had hookwtnked Hooker, routed a 
whole corps, and laid lits plans for a great victory. 
That storm 
of 
canister checked bim; 
death 
brought his plans to naught. 
Tile Confederates who advanced against these 
guns defied death ten thousand times over. Those 
who were killed were in most instances riddled 
and torn to pieces. 
The burial parties found 
corpses with fifty wounds, and hends. legs and 
arms were scattered ab along Hie front. 
Not one 
single wounded man was found on that battery 
front. On the right Hank, where Hie guns had an 
enfilade on the plank road, the rail fences were 
torn into splinters, the ground cut as by a hun­ 
dred drags, and scores of Confederates lying In 
the highway ditches were wounded by stones, 
splinters ana fragments of rocks.

gave a hop out of the water, m in ’ as slick as you 
please about two foot over the branch, and fetched 
the outside bird a whack with its tail, carryln’ 
it down into the water. For a minute it floated 
an’ scrambled toward shore, and then went down 
with a jiTk. 
Well, I set there a-studyln’, when 
whish! came the same fish again, and it give 
t'other bird such a knock that it fell two foot 
away, aud in a second was down like the first. 
Tile fish cat ’em both.” 
"I never heard of trout doin’ that,” said the 
first speaker, "but in a pond roundabouts there 
was some pickerel that used to w ake snakes with 
the ducks an’ things. 
The first tim e I noticed it I 
was out flshin’, and see a kingfisher dive down, 
ann instead of a rishi’ with a cockle, as they gen­ 
erally do, she began to swim around, divin’ down, 
flopping her wings, an’ before I could act lo her 
she went under.

The traveller in a European railway carriage 
makes it the object of his life to secure an entire 
compartment to Himself, if possible, 
it is strange 
that railway travel should develop this form of 
selfishness lu meu who are ordinarily generous 
aud courteous. 
Such, however, is Hie painful 
conduct ot men otherwise entirely unimpeachable, 
and it could be wished that some profound moral 
ist would discover why It is that railway travel is 
so remarkably demoralizing. 
No method of feloniously keeping travellers out 
of a railway carnage Is now in use wHleii can be 
called thoroughly trustworthy. The invention of 
an enterprising Frenchman announced in a recent 
French newspaper seems, however, to meet a long 
felt want, and it might be introduced into Ameri­ 
can sleeping-cars ana steamboat state-rooms with 
excellent results. 
The invention in question is that of an artificial 
infant— bebe de voyage, as it is called. 
Those 
artificial infants cannot be distinguished by any 
oroinary traveller from genuine infants, and they 
possess the vast advantage of being made to cry 
ut any desired moment without the help of pius or 
colic. 
i 
H ie artificial Infants are divided into three 
classes, differing in quality and in price. 
Those 
of the first class are provided with a voice of Hie 
most piercing quality, which gradually rises in 
pitch and increases lit volume to a point abso­ 
lutely insupportable. One of these infants is war­ 
ranted to empty u compartment containing eight 
travellers at the very first station at which the 
tiain stops after the infant’s voice has been turned 
on. 
'Hie second class consists of - infants with an 
Intermittent cry of a peculiarly pathetic charac­ 
ter. 
This cry will often take effect upon a ner­ 
vous traveller more quickly than will the pro- 
lougeu cry of higher-priced Infants, and, as 
these second-class 
iuf.tuls are sold at 
mod­ 
erate 
prices, 
they 
are 
sure 
to 
become 
very popular. 
The third class is a small com­ 
pressible pocket-infant—a most ingenious piece of 
mechanism. 
It can be carried in an ordinary 
coat pocket, but when it is taken out aud prepared 
for action it makes a noise so incessant that no 
grow n person can possibly sleep within hearing of 
it. 
Tins style of infant is peculiarly adapted for 
sleeping chis. or for ridding persons who are stay­ 
ing at a hotel of undesirable neighbors. 
It can be 
carried lino places from which living infants are 
strictly debarred, and lienee may be useful in cir­ 
cumstances in which no other variety of artificial 
infaut could be found. 
If is evident that any owner of an artificial in­ 
fant can obtain all the privacy wheu travelling 
that he can desire. 
There is only one thing in the account of the 
new invention which casts any doubt about it. 
The French newspaper winch advertises it speaks 
of it as an American Invention. 
Now it is certain 
that Hie artificial infaut is unknown in America. 
This compels us to believe either tout a Frenchman 
can be so modest as to disclaim the credit of a val­ 
uable invention made by him, or that no such in­ 
vention as Hie one in question has been made.

ancy yourself, reader, a man who has recently 
arisen from six w eeks’ conflnment Iii bed on 
crutches, with one trousers leg clewed up, as 
sailors term It, starling on a tourney. Gaining a 
seat ou a steamer, say, you find many eyes fixed 
on the space where a foot ought to be. Presently 
a great hulking fellow, pointing with bis finger lu 
your direction, asks, coinmanuingly: 
".Say, yeou, 
now did yeou lose that leg?” 
This brute Is pos­ 
sessed of the demon of inquisitiveness. 
There is 
neither sympathy nor deference in hts voice or 
manner. 
If you auswer once, you must 
C o n tin u e to B o *o U n til H e i* S n tlillc il. 
Once, when nearly faint with fatigue, I ventured 
to reply that I didn’t care to talk on the subject. 
"Yer’d 
tell 
fast 
enough 
lf 
yer 
warn’t 
ashamed.” 
At this a compactly-built young 
man rose up wit Ii, "If you bother that man 
any more. I’ll knock you down.” Upon which the 
wretch slunk away muttering "I sh’thlnk he 
might tell.” Presently, recovering his spirits, he 
approached a youth who was carrying the model 
of a ship. “Say, did von make that yourself?” 
and was soon made nappy by hading a victim. 
My affection for the compactly-built young man 
will never cease. 
Another mode of salutation is: “ You’ve lost 
your leg,” as though it were a hankerchlef that 
you hadn’t m issed and might find by going hack 
a few steps. Often Hie words "Lost your leg?” 
(more frequently your "limb,” as if there were 
only one to a body) interrogatively, perhaps fear­ 
ing’ aa optical delusion, meet the ear. A nffld- 
lonklng old gentle luau. w ith the largest kind of 
eyes, once whispered thorn to me. and looked In­ 
tensely gratified on receiving In like manner the 
answer "Yes.” 
Others again skirmish around 
for a while before coming to the point.

knew was coming.

Such little artifices as intently reading the 
paper, talking vivaciously to a friend lf there hap­ 
pens to be one along, and feigning sleep do very 
w ell; but there are times when any means are 
justifiable to throw off tho persevering Inquisitor. 
I ii avo been tapped on the shoulder while reading, 
rudely Interrupted while talking with a lady, and 
fairly waked up when sound asleep by utter 
strangers, all for the same nefarious purpose. 
On one occasion timing the war two unfortu­ 
nates were assailed by a pertinacious watch, who 
leu incontinent!v atter a few words aside vviih one 
of the pair. 
“ What did you tell him ?” asked his 
astonished companion. 
‘ That we were both run 
over by a railway train w hile drunk.” At times a 
cross answer, "Mind your own business,” or a 
sarcastic counter, "Where did you get that red 
nose?” become absolutely necessary. But these 
are extreme cases, where Hie stranger Is mani­ 
festly a vast loafing Interrogation point. 
Many a 
poor cripple, sick of body. lias likely been set 
down as Ill-tempered, who was utterly weary of 
telling Hie same old story over and over again.

The guest agreed, and received for an­ 
sw e r .‘it was bitten cif.’ whereby his curiosity 
was all the more excited.

his word, so lie nearly died.” 
N o B a e C a n F u lly A p p r e c ia t e th e «loy 
of that foxy old tar who has 
not been under the 
surgeon’s kuiffi, and survived to meet the great 
Yankee nation. 
B u tin nine eases out of ten we 
yield with good (ftace, and are often amused by 
the singular queries and emotions of our com­ 
patriots. 
lf the latter learn that the loss was 
caused bv an ordinary accident, the sufferer is 
looked on as a sort of Impostor and dropped at 
once, 
if a musket-bull caused Hie injury, a 
considerable interest is created. 
But a rn in 
whose leg was shot off, actually shot off by 
a cannon-ball, Is a treasure for the time being. 
The first leg may have been crushed to atoms bv 
a ponderous rock. The second may have suffered 
agonies for weeks before amputation 
The third 
alone gives 
unalloyed 
gratification, as being 
genuinely horrify mg. 
All beggars who wish to 
prosper are hereby advised to adopt Hie cannon­ 
ball story, making the shot as large as modern 
artillery will carry. 
After proceeding so far in one’s responses, it is 
impossible to guess what will come next. 
"What 
do you think of McClellan?” was for a long 
tune a staple; but since Hie third year of the 
war anything, from "Won’t you take a tract?” 
to "What will you have to urmk?" is likely to fol­ 
low. 
Mark Twain says there is no lie s > transparent, 
no hoax so obvious as not to find believers; and lie 
is rigid. 
I have seen a gaping idiot, otherwise ac­ 
counted sane, swallow a tale of mutilation and re­ 
covery that would shock Munchausen, the narra­ 
tor piling on agony after agony lit the vain attempt 
to get beyond Hie listener’* power of belief. 
Your morning mail Is swelled, at one period, by 
circulars of various artificial llmb-makers, giving 
diagrams of sundry legs, and testimonials of peo­ 
ple who have walked, danced, aud run better than 
ever with them. 
You almost gather the impres­ 
sion that It would ne better to be born with 
L eu *, A rm a, a n d Head, IV r liu p s, A ll W o o d , 
ready patented—a second Falkeustein. 
A dis­ 
tinguished general, as long ago as the Mexican 
war, while on his way home with a bullet in the 
ankle, was approached in the cars by an enter­ 
prising agent. "Excuse me, sir, but in case that 
leg bas to come off, we should be happy to supply 
you with one of our patent 
etc., and left his 
little pamphlet. 
This kind of reading the officer 
enjoyed about as much as the Army of the Foto- 
inaek dict Hie immense signs about City Point— 
••Embalming done here.” 
Life and accident insurance people also, think­ 
ing you are likely to take pretty good care of your­ 
self 
in future. Invite you to exam ine their tables 
atm take out a policy. 
Every now and Uteri we are favored with the his­ 
tory of "an uncle of mine who lost hts ‘limb’ (full 
particulars with gusto!, Just like you. and it was 
buried m a box (box, locality, etc., described min­ 
utely), and lie said it was buried crooked (cata­ 
logue of aches and cl amps resulting therefrom), 
and it was taken up aud planted right, and he 
never, never complained again as long as he lived.” 
Confound the maul We have heard this story a 


hundred tim es. 
What a large family he had! 
Why 
being comfortably burled now, in toto, 
should he torment us? 
But In time, having been fitted to an artificial 
leg, we are enabled In a measure to escape the no­ 
tice of passers-bv, aud are only liable to tim attacks 
of those whose eves rest longer upon us. 
These, 
however, make tip for lost time by prolonging the 
conversation.

This happened once in the coun­ 
try, and a general "battue” bad to be organized, 
which found the missing member In a fence corner. 
Crowds of boys are to be avoided, as sometimes 
when they have penetrated lite mystery they think 
proper to shoat out comments aud make a general 
riot. 
Once an “enfant terrible,” playing at my feet, 
enlivened the company bv exclaiming, "Why, he’s 
got a doll’s leg.” The most aggravating thing of 
all Is, when walking with other persons, to have 
them stride ahead a few yards and then turn 
round and wait for us to come up, repeating the 
manoeuvre every block. 
Very graceful Iii dogs. 
but it tends to loosen the thread of discourse wit ii 
human beings. 
Oden do we pi t tend to have 
engagem ents rn other directions, or hail a horse­ 
car, or, as a last resort, beg our companions to go 
ahead and do all the walling at the end of the 
journey.

Who 
shall express for us our sense of the delicacy, Hie 
sympathy, the aid that attend our awkward steps? 
The silver-haired grandfathers who Insist upon 
yielding their se tts, tile young men who moderate 
their gait to our pace, the tender matrons who 
make us at home In Hie cosiest corners, and the 
sw eet maidens who give up a dance for a quiet 
talk,

How can we thank all these who are ever 
smoothing our paths, whose respect aad gentle 
pity ate shown bv actions, not speeen? 
You who 
do Hits should know that it sinks deep into Hie 
heart, and that no mere words can tell how warm­ 
ly we welcome such courtesy and forbearance: 
how 
dearly we cherish 
the remembrance of 
your loved faces. These fiends do not ah show 
by their countenances, nor proclaim by their 
voices, their kindly natures.

STAGE ACCIDENTS. 


Some of the More Laughable 
and Aggravating. 


Wigs that Shed and Moustaches that Drop 


— The Man who Swallowed a File. 


No People More Devoted to Traditions 
than Actors—Instances. 


All sorts of accidents diversify the performances 
of the stage, and many a time has the laughter of 
an audience been awakened by them when the, 
solem nity of a religious ceremonial should have 
rested on the scene—w rites 
Alfred Trumble. 
Fanny Kemble tells how, in "Romeo and Juliet,” 
she found a drunken stage carpenter aMeep upon 
her bier, and before she could wake him from his 
sottish slumber Romeo had pried the portal of tile 
tomb of the Capulets open, and disclosed, instead 
of ids com atose love, a red-nosed artisan snoring 
like a fog-horn. The sam e story-teller relates that 
on another occasion, in the same character, she 
swallowed Ute contents of a vial of Ink, and came 
very near poisoning herself In reality, as well as 
im ploring her complexion with a line blue tint 
about the nose and mouth. I rem em ber, some ten 
years back, 
a 
company whoso 
heavy 
man 
cherished a weekness for Hie bottle. 
Tills Iii- j 
dividual did not turn up to play Friar Lawrence j 
when lie should have done so. One of clio ladies 
of Hie coin pally, being out of tie east, was made 
up with a wig and domino to reno Hie lines, and iii 
the middle of her most solemn scene her Beard 
fetched away, and exposed to view of the audience 
the soubrette whose antics were wont to amuse 
them, masquerading us the reverend incumbent of 
the anchorite’* cell. 
False hair is ticklish stuff to depend on anyway, 
aud numocrless stage accidents are due to it. 
Wigs will come off aud moustaches drop, no mat­ 
ter how lavishly they are gummed on. 
The hand­ 
some tenor of a recent first night. Being without a 
m oustache, had provided himself with one ot 
blonde tint and magnificent proportions. 
I n th o F a it B o a t m ill T h r ill o f H i* S e r e n a d e 
to Olivette’s window, one-half his hirsute labial 
adornment dropped off. 
The audience, which had 
been upon the ragged edge of tumultuous ap­ 
plause, immediately b eg a n ,to Utter. 
But Hie 
artist was equal to the occasion. 
W ithout a 
moment’s pause in his part tic pulled Hie other 
half of tile moustache off, and the fact that lie had 
been so suddenly clean shaved was forgotten in 
the roar of approbation which hailed ids conclu­ 
sion of lits song, while the brisk business of the 
remainder of the act diverted further attentiou 
from his mishap. 
Tho presence of mind of this actor recalls the 
old story of George L. Fox. that. as tie once made 
his entrance on the Bowery stage his hat struck a 
gas fixture, and hut and wig tumbled off together. 
Fox aid not ston to pick them up. 
Making His en­ 
trance, lie coolly took the Hat from one actor’s 
head, snatched the wig from another’s, and went 
on with ilks Hues as if it was ail the legitim ate 
business of his part. 
Miss Jane Coombs and lier company arrived in a 
town once where they were to play almost at the 
time Hie curtain was to rise. 
W earied by a long 
journey, 
they still had to unpack and go to 
work without rest. 
In the screen scene Miss 
Coombs, who had kept wide aw ake as long as 
there was any excitem ent to spur lier on, found In­ 
activity too much for ber. 
She sat down on the 
stage behind Hie screen to rest, and when it was 
struck down, actors ana spectators beheld Lady 
Teazle squatting tailor fashion and fast asleep. 
Firearms that don’t go oil are a prolific source 
of accident upon the stage as well, sometimes, as 
firearms tiiat go off when they are not wanted to. 
It is not every actor who can get around 
T h e D iffic u lty u G u n 
W h ic h lia n a * F ir e 
P resen t*, 
like the Gallic artist who had to be shot in the 
character of a convict, while feeling his way out of 
prison, and die in terrific agonies on the stage. The 
gun was to be uiseharged at the back. as if a 
sentry on the outer walls had.detected the prisoner 
at Ids attem pt to escape and tired on him, but the 
weapon tho property man had provided himself 
with did not go off. 
The situation was a critical 
one; the House was on the verge of a tumult of 
derision when Hie actor, with a contortion ex­ 
pressive of agony, screamed: "Great heavens! I 
Lave swallowed the tile.” 
And, rolling to the footlights, squirmed him self 
to cteath there, amid a thunder of applause. 
In an old piece, once very popular here, called 
the "Scourge of the Seas,” tile buccaneer chief 
had to snuff a candle on the stage with a Pistol 
shot. 
He did It by tiring a blank charge, while a 
man behind Hie Hats blew the candle out through 
a hole in Hie canvas. One evening an envious rival 
stretched a bit of gold beater’s skin over the 
orifice through which the friendly zephyr was 
wafted, aud when the buccaneer fired, the candle 
did not go out. Cursing, the marksman seized 
another pistol, while Hie property man punched a 
hole through the gold beater’s skin. 
This time 
the candle went out like a flash, but the bucca­ 
neer’s pistol did not go off and the curtain had to 
be run down to prevent a riot. 
Serious stage accidents are by no means uncom­ 
mon on the stage. 
It is not many years since a 
female sharpshooter, doing a W illiam Tell acc at a 
New England theatre, shot the young woman who 
stood to have the apple shot from lier head, (lead 
as a door nail or anything else of a totally defunct 
character. Only last year Frank Frayue 
S h o t lit* L v u tiiu g W o m a n B e a t i iii t h e S a m e 
W a y . 
Not long since, in a French theatre, the business 
of the piece required that a platoon of soldiery 
should lire on the heroine escaping from prison by 
a rope. 
Blank cart rides were of course used, but 
in one gun the soldier (one of a party furnished by 
the garrison of the town) got a bail cartridge aud 
the actress went to bcd with a buffet in her thigh. 
Stories are common of the fury which Hie old- 
time actor used to put iii His stage combat, and 
there are anecdotes of tire ferocity of Edwin For­ 
rest, when lie was excited by a part. which makes 
Hie hair of Hie unsophisticated stand on eau. 
There is a good deal of foundation for some ct 
these yam s. 
The player of the part had a weak­ 
ness for the bottle, aud when bls spirits were tired 
made a stage combat a very realistic one indeed. 
It is told of Booth, the father of the em inent 
tragedian, that lie was very trying to other actors 
because of Ins carelessness iii lighting on the 
stage, and the vigor with which lie fenced. 
Ile 
was playing Hamlet with a new Laertes, whom 
be wai tied before the performance that, as ho got 
very excited In the fencing scene aad wounded 
his opponent, it therefore behooved Laertes to be 
careful. 
Laertes thanked him lur the hint, and 
observed that he too was very excitable, aud 
whenever he felt himself wounded he always ran 
his opponent through Hie body. 
Booth contrived 
to keep Ids mind aud his sword under control 
while lighting that Laertes. 
A 
eui ions accident occurred 
at M arseilles 
theatre recently, while Dumas’ brilliant play, “ La 
Dame de Momsnreau,” was being played. 
The 
actor who took the part, of Chicot, Hie gallant, 
noble-hearted jester ot Henry III. got so excited 
by lits part that 
l i e F o r g o t to B e U u u tio u * Iii O u e o f th e 
F is tu la s E|iiiiiMlt‘i, 
and wounded a fellow-player. 
It is really re­ 
markable, however, bow very seldom such acct- j 
dents take place; the wonder should rather be 
not that they occur at ail, but that they occur so 
seldom. The space Iii even the largest theatre is 
limited, ami whoa actors fight with Hie grim sem­ 
blance of reality. vVliicb ll is now necessary to 
give to ttiese mimic combats, it would seem as if 
(lie chances were rather In favor of than against 
an accident. 
Fechter was a master of the fence, as he was of 
pretty much everything lie undertook, and in 
order to get an actor to cope with him he had to 
put him through long aud arduous rehearsals. 
On one occasion though, he had to engage a new 
mail to play Chateau Remand in the "Corsican 
Brothers’’ at the last moment, his own having got 
on a spree. 
The new man professed to under­ 
stand the small sword, and after a few explana­ 
tions Fechter trusted to his assum ed knowledge 
to carry the scene out properly. 
Wheu it came 10 
the light, however, the actor proved to be a boast­ 
er w ho knew nothing whatever of the fence. 
Like 
ail beginners, however, he was more dangerous 
than an old hand, and Fechter, unprepared for his 
furious and unscientific lunges, would have iiad to 
surrender at discretion if the villain had not 
slipped aud given him a chance to pin him to the 
earth. 
I here are no people more devoted to traditions 
than actors. 
Iii professional and private life they 
chug with a heroism worthy of a better cause to 
traditions. 
They cross the stage in this way, do 
that thing, use t’other business, simply because 
some one did it before them in Ute historic past 
alleged dramatic writers concoct magazine arti­ 
cles out of. 
It is interesting iii tins connection, 
ami a* it is also connected with tho subject of our 
article, to get a sample idea of 
H o v r a S l a t e T r a d itio n B u y O r ig in a t e . 
W hen Frederick Lcmaitre was playing Georges 
in "Thirty Years of a Gambler’s Life,” with Mine. 
Dorvai as Amelle, in the third act that lady wore 
a eat) made of lace or some other Inflammable ma­ 
terial. 
In Hie scene where Amelle takes from 
Georges’ hands, to sign it, the deed tty winch siie 
makes over her dowry to him, Mine. Dorvai leaned 
so close to one of ■ the canales standing on the 
writing desk that her cap caught tire. and'a seri- 
rious accident was inevitable had not Frederick, 
without saying a wont. instantly torn the cap off 
Hie actress’ head, extinguished it between bis 
hands, and put it iii ills pocket. Tile act was so 
spontaneous that Mine Dorvai, quite unconscious 
of its real cause, stared at him with stupefaction. 
Those of the audience who had perceived tile 
danger, applauded, aud next morning a journal 
complimented Frederick on his presence of mind, 
adding that any otiier actor in his place would 
have shouted "Fire” and called for the engines. 
But among tile spectators who had seen and 
suspected no more than the action of a man 
simply snatching of! his w ife’s cap and stuffing it 


into lits pocket was a provincial actor, who. hear­ 
ing the applause, said to himself, "That Is an 
effect I should never h ive thought of.” 
Some time 
afterward, 
having 
to 
play the 
"Gambler” In the chief town of one of the depart­ 
m en ts, Hie aforesaid actor took rood care not to 
forget the cap effect. 
Tile instant Amelle ap­ 
proached to sign Hie deed, lie violently pulled her 
cap off lier head, and as adroitly thrust it into his 
coat tall pocket. 
• 
The public, taken by surprise, muttered audibly 
ana looked about uneasily, 
F e a r in g a C a se o f S u d d en I n s a n it y . 
The actor, hearing no applause, said to himself, 
not in the least disconcerted, "The stupid fools! 
They don’t appreciate It!” 
Two days subsequently a subscriber to the 
theatre, atter complimenting him on his remark­ 
able personation of Georges de Germane, ven­ 
tured to ask: 
"But why Hie deuce, In the third act, do you 
tear off Atnelle’s cap?” 
“Alt, you do not understand?” 
"Not the least iii Hie world.” 
"Wily, it was one of Frederick’s most powerful 
effects!” 
"One of Frederick’s effects!” exclaim ed the 
subscriber. 
"Well, certainly. I should never have 
suspected It!” 
And that is how some few traditions arise.

These are rooms let singly and su])- 
plied with a couple of chairs, a flap doing duty 
tor a table, and a blackened sack stuffed with 
straw 
on 
an 
old 
and 
shaky 
four-post 
bedstead. 
For these advantages lie is charged 
Hie nightly sum of eightpence, which a lung 
experience h is 
taught 
the intelligent 
land­ 
lord to exact befoichand. 
Eighth' nee is a large 
sum and cannot always tie afforded, so the next 
alternative is 
the 
common lodging-house. or 
••kip.’' which, for the moderate sum of tamp' nee, 
supplies tho applicant with a heil, use of lava­ 
tories, kitchen and kitchen tiI*, for the sluice of 
twenty-four hours at the most. 
Tho "kin” is 
tinder tim unwinking eye of the law. which s sup­ 
posed to enslave canli ness—-i. e., cl an sheets once 
a fortnight; decency—I. e„ tile separation of Hie 
dormitories of Hie two sexes, aud sanitation, 
which 
means something almost as 
indefinite 
as "common 
sense.” 
Tile older inhabitants 
of the "kip” relate most harrowing details about 
these places before this supervision and registra­ 
tion took place, which it is a pity even to evoke 
from oblivion. Suffice it to say that any one might 
start a lodging-house, and overcrowding was uni­ 
versal—w h i c h , of course, is sometimes Hie ease 
now, only sub rosa, and In not more than every 
other house in poor districts. Tile Better "kip" is 
frequented by men only, and many an old soldier 
or pensioner lives permanently in them. 
But the 
majo ity of the houses are open to persons of all 
ages and sexes aud all degrees of social status. 
T h e 1‘ro m ln e a t F e a t u r e o f A ll 
Is Hie kitchen. 
Tiffs is ut once dining-room, draw­ 
ing-room, smoking and cm d compartm ent, as 
well as kitchen. 
A t one end !s the swing uoor, 
which leads to Hie long sawdust floored room, 
surrounded with benches, or perhaps divided into 
compartments like a restaurant. 
A huge lire, Be 
the weather what it may outside, serves to cook 
the viands of the Inhabitants and to supply the 
lie.it which an Insufficiency of clothing renders 
grateful in the colder weather. A number of tin 
vessels, supplied by the house, serve for teapots 
or m issiles us the caso may be, both uses being 
frequent. 
Tile first impression of a "kit)” is that of a savor 
of death unto death, with variations and permuta­ 
tions. 
'i'he men. following atar off Sir W alter 
Raleigh, perpetrate a consumption of Hie rankest 
siiag. 
The t i. r sex contribute a rasping flavor of 
so called tea. Both eat cheese of decided strength, 
or herrings of questionable age. 
M ost of the 
faces are such as to strike one with utter hopeless­ 
ness. 
The brutal gin-swollen countenances of the 
elder women, the hard, dogged faces of the meu and 
the children furrowed un .1 careworn,the bilbies who 
never kick and crow, but arc suckled on alcohol 
and curses, are pi- lures which are full of grim 
horror. 
Here sits Hie lad who has left lits home 
at the age of thirteen and set up for him self; next 
to him is a reprobate parson, who, in Dis sober 
moments, w rites discourses for some of Ins more 
fortunate hut less gifted brethren lo inflict upon 
their congregations. 
Many ranks aud callings 
contribute their quota to Hie mass of human 
wreckage, Hie solo qualification being the pay­ 
ment of the night’s fourpetice. 
N o n e i* I£-j<*ctc«l o r E j e c te d , 
unless violently or obtrusively "boozed.” There 
are whole streets of these places some making up 
nightly 150 beds. 
That the worst are not to be 
found in the East End is the general report. 
It is 
said that N utting Hill has tins unenviable su­ 
premacy, but tins may be disputed very plausibly. 
U pstairs there are dormitories, with row - of camp 
beds bought from th e barrack sales, every article 
ut which is marked in large letters, "Stolen trout 
’s.” 
Tim double Beds have HUI* wooden 
partitions between them , with doors aud latches 
upon the same. 
The dormitories, as a rule, have no washing con­ 
veniences, still less any chests or cupboards. 
Those of the inhabitants who possess a change of 
raiment or any otiier portable property keep the 
same at "my uncle’s,” from which Sunday suits 
are weekly redeemed in order to keep holy Hie 
Sabbath day, aud again resigned to Hie pied cr on 
the Monday by the owner, who is well acquainted 
with the ways of ills feliow-iodgers.

I think it would be a good thing for the country 
if the President should go fishing and never corno 
back till Hie Saturday afternoon of hts adm inis­ 
tration. 
And let him then com e up tho back 
alley, tin bucket iu hand and coat over shoulder

Aud just In proportion to our 
approach to that period of civil service perfection 
will we recede from political tum ult and turm oil 
and trouble. And as we recede from these we will 
come upou A rcadia, art, social refinem ent, rest. 
And these things must have th eir capital, heart, 
celure, soul. 
Well, th a t capital is here by the 
Potom ac. 
I say It. A m erica is a sw ift land and 
rounds into shape rapidly. 
Only a year or two 
ago money was the g r o t god. 
But today our 
people are suddenly surfeited with money. 
W e 
have suddenly 
aw akened 
to 
the 
fact 
th a t 
in*ney-uvttlHg Is not the noblest pursuit of man. 
We see so many vulgar people who have m oney— 
! m oney and nothing else—m at it is hardly eon- 
i stim ied re ontario to be rich. 
We begin to see 
th at it is not a great achievem ent to gi t money. 
We ii nil th at all a man lias lo do in this prolific 
land is to grip bu bard hand light to all he gets 
and held on t* all lie gets to lie a in til lone ai re In 
tim e. 
In tact, we begin to see th at Hie more vul­ 
gar and mean a man is the more money be gets. 
W e find, in short, th at we have plenty bt men iii 
A in erica w ho are fit for nothing else but to m ake 
money. 
And so it is th a t our best people are suddenly 
beginning to say "le t us do so m e th in g b etter.” 
But, us Hie arm y Is a dead loller, and our navy is 
rot. wily art- <rt lu lls m any way* awd w alks— 
allures the eager feet of our am bitious am i best- 
minded people. 
New \o r k w ill, of course, long rem ain the capital 
of com m erce. 
I tits trem endous Moloch of trade 
very naturally tram ples art to death. 
She may sit 
at bls feet, sod her w ares there am i all that. even 
flourish for years yet on tho m itring L iana of Iron 
aud stone, but sue will not stay there. Bite has 
Guilt lier bouse here In W ashington. 
To drop 
figures of speech and state cold facts, a rt has 
already built here on a single s tric t in a single 
year more beautiful house*., fine. riel), glorious to 
see, than enn bo found In tho entire city of New 
York. .Stick a pin here and rem em ber th a t tills is 
Hie cold, frozen tru ih . 
A nd I think it m ean; 
som ething. 
I think it m eans a great deal more 
than sim ple m aterial prosperity. 
It m eans un 
advance, a long advance, too, in the linos of art. 
Of course architecture is not Hie highest or 
noblest, but it is tangible, visible, aud sorvi s to 
illu strate, em phasize, what I would say. 
Aud so 
I say art has built lier In rue here. 
She will pos­ 
sess it and tilde here under these blue skies. 


Tho Rod City. 
Close your eyes and recall the color of cities you 
have seen. 
London Is a som bre gray, alm ost 
black. 
P aris is w line, and so on. 
Tills Is a red 
city. Of course, if you only see the capitol ami 
Pennsylvania avenue, and Indeed the largest naif 
I fear only see this much, why Wnu hi ag ton may 
seem gray, green or even black or m ottled, if you 
tak e into account Hie crow ds of colored folks. 
But go out tow ard Senator P endleton's place or 
Secretary Bi Ine’s aud you will ever after rem em ­ 
ber W ashington City as the reddest of ri^i spots of 
th is earth. 
And tim fervid green of the trees, the 
bluest of blue skies, these bring out aud italicize 
the red so distinctly. Hie intense Pompehtti leu. 
th at you fairly revel iii tho w arm th of it. 
And this 
red Is not at ait obtrusive. 
These green trees see 
to m at. 
Aud then the Pom peian red is often in­ 
terru p ted by some sudden and sh arp contrast of 
color. 
H ere it Is surprised by a break of green 
stone or gray stone, then a softer form cl red, but 
the whole habitable and decent part ot tikis great 
capital o t ours is one prevailing array of harm oni­ 
ous Pom peian aud indian red. 


S o c ia l W a s h in g to n C ity. 
W ithout en terin g any one’s house here I think It 
can be said thai Hie ladles are as beautifully, nu­ 
m erous, hut uot so num erously beautiful as In New 
York. 
It is high tide hero ut 4 o ’clock, aud you 
see rivers of them flowing in every direction from 
the departm ents. Of course, these young ladies 
are not in w hat is called .society vet. 
But innnv of 
them are b etter born, and b o u rr bred, too, than 
some who are there. 
T aken as a whole, I think 
them most w orthy aud deserving. 
They work 
hard, are honest, good. 
Nearly ail th eir earnings 
go lo help some helpless ones at horn#. 
No, they 
are not of the social elem ent of which I began to 
write. 
Ami they ought to be glud of It, too. They 
are doing better. 
But the world w ants a social capital in A m erica 
as well as an arf capital, a sort of w inter Newport 
or Saratoga. 
But tim extrem e N orth is too cold; 
the extrem e South is dull, stagnant, of doubt fill in­ 
terest to tile young in quest of social excitem ent; 
to m am m as with daughters, to riel* young men 
who til Hie course ot tim e and nature w ill woo 
and wert them. 
And so with the nucleus of for­ 
eign legations to begin with, where we touch the 
topm ost reach of social em inence, ‘‘society’’ is 
slowly but very surely coming to m ake this her 
capital tills side Hie A tlantic. 
So far as Hie win­ 
te r m onths go "society” has beeu pivoting about 
between Boston, New York, W ashington and some 
of the w inter quai tars South for some years, but 
it lias at last, tins year, for the first time entirely, 
I tit iii K, decided to settle down by the Potom ac. 
I may be m istaken, and it is a m atter of vary little 
im portance, too, nut I w ant lo put It dowu as a 
prophecy th at W ashington city Is to he this w inter 
ami ail succeeding w inters tile social capital of 
our country.
